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Israel may 
raid Syrian 
nerve gas 
plant 

LONDON, Jan 10, (AP): Israel 
is considering an air attack 
against- a secret Syrian installa- 
tion manufacturing lethal nerve 
gas weapons which could be 
launched against Israel, the Sun- 
day Times of London reported. 

The existence of the chemical 
weapons factory in a remote 
desert area north of Damascus 
has been known to the Israelis 
and Americans for some lime, 
the newspaper said in a front- 
page story attributed to 
unnamed defence sources in Tel 
Aviv. . 

.. “Bui a .well-placed Israeli 
source said that anxiety had 
increased in the last few months 
as it became apparent that the 
Syrians have manufactured war- 
heads to carry the gas," the news- 
paper said. 

Options 

It said an Israeli defence 
official said Israel was discussing 
“at the highest level" three 
options to deal with the situa- 
tion, including an attack on the 
plant using F- 1 5 aircrafL 
The other options are improv- 
ing Israel's ability to resist a 
large-scale chemical assault and, 
“as a last resort.” manufacturing 
its own nerve gas, the newspaper 
said. 

“However, their 1981 attack 
on the Iraqi nuclear ractor 
demonstrated a determination to 
-destroy hostile targets at long 
range,” it said, referring to 
Israel's attack on the Iraqi 
nuclear research centre at Tara- 
muz, Iraq, in June 1981. 

“Given Israel's past record of 
eliminating any threat to its 
national security, British and 
French experts believe that a 
strike is the favoured option.'’ 

The newspaper said one 
argument within the Israeli 
Defence Ministry in favour of a 
pre-emptive strike is that Israel 
regards nerve gas as almost a 
great a threat as nuclear 
weapons. 

“The debate now revolves 
around whether Israel should 
launch a pre-emptive strike in 
peacetime, as it did with Iraq, or 
wait until war brea ks out” it sai d.

Tehran ready to 
work with GCC on 
regional security

TH E Saudi Crown Prince and 
First Deputy Premier, Prince 
Abdullah Bin Abdul Aziz has 
said that he believes the Gulf 
war is nearing an end. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the Arab Times he also said: “If it 
does not come to an end officially 
in 1988. it will at least be prac- 
tically over.” 

In the interview given in 
Casablanca, .Morocco, the Saudi 
Crown Prince expressed his 
opinion on the Iraq -Iran war as 
well as on other Arab issues. 

Prince Abdullah said that Iran 
would not invade the Gulf states 
because “it is unable to do that.” 

Incapable 

He added that besides lacking 
in arms Iran is incapable of 
achieving a general military 
mobilisation. 

He said: “When Iran calls 
upon its people to volunteer, it 
does not gel the necessary res- 
ponse.” He added that three 
years ago, when Iran called for 
volunteers. 400,000 responded, 
but two years ago. when they 
called for volunteers, only- 
200,000 responded. Last year. 



Crown Prince Abdullah - 

only 30.000 responded. 

He said: 'This indicates that 
the people of Iran are fed up with 
the war and do not want it.” 

Abdullah emphasised that 
though Iran is incapable of 
invading any Gulf state and the 
GCC states are capable of defen- 
ding themselves, yet the member 
states must cooperate as Iran still 
refuses lo aocept peace and con- 
tinues the war. 

The Saudi Crown Prince, 


speaking about his visit to Cairo 
said that Egypt “is and will 
remain very important lo Arabs, 
Islam and Muslims.” He said 
that Saudi Arabia's relations 
with Egypt were not based on 
interests or governed by situa- 
tions but were a “link of brother- 
hood.” 

He added: “1 was very pleased 
with the atmosphere of frankness 
I found during my discussions 
with Egyptian officials.’* He 
commented further that he had 
been pleased with the reason and 
logic of the Egyptian leadership 
headed by President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

In addition to Egypt, 
Abdullah also visited Iraq, Jor- 
dan, and Syria, after the Amman 
summit. Commenting on the 
tour, he said it was undertaken Lo 
follow up the implementation of 
the decisions of the summit 
which had succeeded in establi- 
shing that the Arab world would 
not pass through an atmosphere 
of disunity which had prevailed 
prior to the summit. He said: 
“AH Arab countries must 
cooperate when necessary in 
order lo respond to the challen- 
ges that face our nation." 

The Saudi Crown Prince said 
that when he visited Damascus 


and Baghdad, both the countries 
were determined to make him 
feel comfortable about the con- 
fidence and trust between them. 
He added that the explanation of 
both countries as to ways they, 
are restoring their relations was 
logical. He said: “It is a grave 
mistake to even think that a 
country in the Arab world can 
live alone without cooperating 
with other Arab countries." 

Success fnl 

Speaking about the summit, 
the Crown Prince said that the 
Amman summit was successful 
because of the objectivity of the 
participants in dealing with the 
issues. He added that they had 
avoided secondary issues to dis- 
cuss the main concerns and the 
leaders heavily felt the inter- 
national situations surrounding 
them and “responded to the 
ambitions of the Arab nation.” 

Prince Abdullah said that all 
these factors made the summit 
resolutions practical. He 
emphasised that frank meetings 
are the most efficient solution to 
present day problems and that 
this had been achieved at the 
Amman summit.

NICOSIA, Jan 10, (Agencies): 
Iran's Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati told a visiting 
Arab official today that Tehran 
was prepared to cooperate with 
Gulf Arab states on regional 
security, Teh ran Radio reported. 

The Radio, said Velayati told 
UAE envoy Saeed Saif Saeed 
that the only path to true security 
and stability in Lhe region was 
through cooperation between 
the Gulf Arabs and Iran. 

It said Saeed delivered a mes- 
sage from UAE Minister of Stale ■ 
for Foreign Affairs Rashid 
Abdullah saying that coopera- 
tion between the GCC and Iran 
would curb the influence of 
foreign powers in the Gulf. 

“We are ready for any son of 
cooperation in this regard and we 
are optimistic about the positive 
results of such talks,” Velayati 
told him. 

Agreed 

Saeed’s visit to Tehran was the 
first high-level contact between 
GCC states and Iran since GCC 
leaders agreed at summit meet- 
ing last month Lo open talks with 
Iran. 

The GCC states generally sup- 
port Iraq in its war with Iran. 

The official Emirates news 
agency Warn said Abdullah's 
message also concerned the war. 
but Tehran Radio's report of the 
meeting between Velayati and 


Saeed did not mention the con- 
flict, now in its eighth year. 

Velayati's remarks followed 
two visits to Tehran by Syrian 
Foreign Minister Farouk Al 
Sharaa Dec 23 and 29. Sharaa 
also visited Gulf capitals, includ- 
ing Riyadh, toward Lhe end of 
December. 

Middle East analysis 
speculated Syria was playing the 
role of honest broker in the 
region, a view that was strength- 
ened when Syrian Vice-President 
Abdul Halim Khaddam accom- 
panied Sharaa on a swing 
through the Gulf last week. 

Khaddam made stop-overs in 
Kuwait. Oman. Qatar and the 
UAE. 

Message 

Sharaa arrived in Amman 
today to brief Jordanian officials 
on Syria's mediation role lo con- 
tain the Gulf war. 

Sharaa was carrying a letter 
from President Hafez Al Assad 
to King Hussein of Jordan, said 
Lhe official Jordan News Agency, 
which reported Sharaa’s arrival. 
It did not disclose contents of the 
letter. 

The news agency said the 
Syrian official will also discuss 
during his short working visit 
with Foreign Minister Taher 
Masri the latest developments in 
the region. 


UK offers 

India 

advanced 

N-powered 

carrier 

NEW DELHI, Jan 10, (UPi): 
British Defence Secretary 
George Y ounger today said Lon- 
don is prepared to supply India 
without conditions a range of 
advanced military hardware, 
including jet fighters and a 
nuclear-powered aircraft earner. 

Younger, on the third day of a 
five-day visit, told the Press T rust 
of India (FT!) his discussions 
with senior military officials had 
opened “wide scope for further 
cooperation ... in the field of 
defence.” 

India last year purchased some. 
$550 million worth of British- 
made weapons and is London's 
fifth largest military customer. 
Key elements of its arsenalare 
British, including Jaguar fighters 
and its latest aircraft carrier. 

New Delhi purchases most of 
its arms from Moscow and 
Washington usually sets condi- 
tions on supplying India any 
equipment because it fears the 
Soviet Union will gel access lo 
the technology. 

Focused 

PT1 quoted Younger as saying 
talks had focused on India's 
plans to purchase 80 jet trainers, 
a sale for which the main conten- 
ders are the British-built Hawk 
and the French-made Alpha. 

New Delhi has not yet reached 
a decision on the purchase but 
Younger said London was ready 
to supply India without any con- 
ditions its latest models of Jaguar 
and Sea Harrier jets, and hoped 
to participate in India's goal of 
building an entirely Indian-made 
fighter, dubbed the light combat 
aircraft (LCA). 

India has vertical-takeofT Sea 
Harriers aboard its second air- 
craft carrier, the INS Virat, for- 
merly the HMS Hermes that was 
combat-tested in the Falkland 

islands before being refitted and 
delivered to India last October. 

But Younger told the PT1 he 
had offered more sophisticated 
versions of the planes, as well as 
Britain's latest “invincible” class 
design for India's planned third 

aircraft carrier. 

He said London was prepared 
to sell a nuclear-powered carrier 
but Indian officials indicated 
they were more interested in con- 
structing locally a smaller craft. 

PTl said Younger had also dis- 
cussed Britain assisting the 
Indian Army refit its “Vijyanta ’ 
battle tanks with larger turrets 
and new engines. He has also 
reportedly offered the advanced 
“Watchman" radar system for 
air and naval surveillance. 


Double 
wedding for 
85-year-old 

ABU DHABI, Jan 10, (AP): An 
85-year-old merchant 
married two teenage girls 
simultaneously and consum- 
mated both marriages the 
same night, a newspaper 
reported today. 

The merchant, Khafan Askour, 
from the Emirate of Sharjah 
had the two brides specially 
brought from India to avoid 
paying the high dowries com- 
manded by local girls, said the 
newspaper Al lltihad. 

He decided to go ahead with the 
double wedding ceremony 
after doctors told him he was 
fit and virile enough despite 
his age. 

The newspaper quoted Askour 
as saying he opted for a dou- 
ble wedding so that his two 
wives could keep each other 
company. 

“One wife by herself at home 
could get bored,” he said. 
“But only a few days after the 
wedding the two began argu- 
ing and fighting each other,” 
he complained. 

Askour said he was unable to 
stop the squabbling “because 
I don't understand, much less 
speak Indian,” the newspaper 
reported.

Tehran warned on Gulf aggression 

Mubarak asks Iran 
to accept peace 


ABU DHABI, Jan 10. (AP): 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak today urged Iran to 
accept peace with Iraq and war- 
ned thsL Egypt will not stand idle 
in the face of Iranian threats to 
Gulf Arab countries. 

Mubarak made the comments 
today in Saudi Arabia before fly- 
ing on lo the United Arab 
Emirates, where his host. Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan Al Nahyan, 
advocates dialogue rather than 
confrontation with Iran. 

Mubarak will arrive in Kuwait 
tomorrow from UAE on his 
third leg of the current Gulf totir. 
He will be accompanied with a 
high level delegation and will 
have talks with HH the Amir on 
the current developments in the 
Gulf. 

Restored 

Mubarak also defended 
Egypt’s 1979 peace treaty with 
Israel, but accused Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir of 
“backing down” on an Israeli 
commitment to explore an inter- 
national peace conference for 
solving the Palestinian problem. 

Mubarak's visit to Saudi 
Arabia is the first by an Egyptian 
ruler since the peace treaty with 
Israel led nearly all Arab coun- 
tries to break relations with 
Cairo.. 

Most restored the ties last 
month amid calls to unite Arab 


countries against threats that the 
I ran -Iraq war mi ghL expand. 

“I appeal to our Iranian broth- 
ers to heed the call to peace, 
because this (warj situation will 
definitely affect Iran and the 
Arabs as weU." Mubarak told a 
news conference at the end of his 
two-day visit to Saudi Arabia, 
where he held talks with King 
Fahd. 

“Security in this (Gulf) region 
is part of the security of Egypt.” 
he said. "Egypt under no circum- 
stances will relinquish the obliga- 
tion to safeguard the security of 
its sister Arab powers.” 

Stressed 

Mubarak refused to specify 
what actions Egypt would take. 
"To confrpnt (Gulf) develop- 
ments^ an operation that can Qot 
possibly be tackled with our 
cards exposed to the press. This is 
a dangerous war,” he said. 

Shortly before Mubarak's jet 
landed in Abu Dhabi, a UAE 
envoy flew to Tehran with a mes- 
sage for Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati Grom his UAE 
counterpart, Rashed Abdullah. 

Before leaving Riyadh, 
Mubarak met US Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci, who 
was ending a week-long tour of 
Kuwait. Bahrain and -Saudi 
Arabia in which he stressed 
American commitment to the

defence of the moderate Arab 
states. 

Diplomatic sources said Lhe 
two men discussed measures to 
improve Gulf Arab defences. 

Mubarak is to tour the rest of 
the GCC countries on the trip, 
consolidating Cairo's restored 
relations. 

Mubarak defended his ties 
with Israel, arguing, “God gave 
us brains to use — Israel would 
love to see relations with it rup- 
tured, so that it would have the 
United States all to itself.” 

Breaking the ties would not 
help settle the Palestinian 
problem, he said. 

Accused 

The Egyptian leader said the 
current wave of Palestinian 
protests on the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip 
should “ring the alarm bells to 
end the stalemate in the Palestin- 
ian case.” 

He accused Shamir of “Pack- 
ing down" on the principle of an 
international peace conference

2 dead 
in Karachi 
riots 

KARACHI, Jan 10, (Reuter): 
Two people were shot dead and 
27 wounded last night when eth- 
nic rioting broke out during 
political celebrations in Pakis- 
tan’s biggest city, Karachi, doc- 
tors said today. 

Troops in battledress were 
called in and began patrolling the 
affected districts in heavy Army 
trucks fitted with machineguns, 
the authorities said. 

Police said cases of stabbing, 
arson and looting were reported 
from at least seven police dis- 
tricts. 

The trouble began during vic- 
tory celebrations by militants of 
the mohajir community, who 
captured the posts of mayor and 
deputy mayor of Karachi yester- 
day. 

Processions 

The police said fighting broke 
out when Mohajir National 
Movement (MQM) processions 
were passing through suburbs 
where the rival Pashtun com- 
munity is strong. 

During the past 15 months, at 
least 350 people have been killed 
in outbreaks of rioting between 
the two ethnic groups. 

On Saturday councillors elec- 
ted unopposed the movement's 
candidate for mayor, 28-year- 
old medical graduate Farooq 
Sattar, and deputy mayor, 
lawyer Abdul Razique Khan. 
More than 25,000 MQM suppor- 
ters flocked to the red stone city 
corporation building to 
celebrate the result.

Israel sends more troops to Gaza 


Uprising death toll rises to 31 
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GAZA, Jan 10, (Reuter): Two 
Palestinians died and at least 39 
were wounded by Army gunfire 
in widespread unrest today as 
Israel poured more troops and 
armoured personnel carriers into 
the rioi-tom occupied Gaza 
Strip. 

As lhe unrest entered its 
second month, with the unof- 
ficial death loll rising lo 31, the 
Israeli cabinet endorsed Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin’s “iron 
fist” policy which has drawn 
international condemnation. 

Doctors said 35-year-old 
Toukan Musabbah died at 
Gaza’s Shifa hospital aller being 
shot at his shop in the city's 
Shaja’iye district, where demon- 
strators burned Lyres and stoned 
Israeli soldiers -and vehicles. The 
Army said it was checking the 
report. 

Earlier, the Array said 53- 


year-old Ismail Halil Abu Louli, 
shot four weeks ago in Rafah on 
the Egyptian border, died of his 
wounds yesterday. 

The official register al Shifa 
hospital showed that 39 Palestin- 
ians were admitted with bullet 
wounds today alone. 

Doctors said they had to turn 
away some of the wounded after 
giving them first aid because 
there was no room in the hosp- 
ital. 

UN relief workers said the 
number of wounded in Gaza city 
and north of the Gaza Strip was 
at least 50 today. 

Fierce street battles between 
troops and demonstrators con- 
tinued in lhe city after nightfall 
and occasional bursts of gunfire 
could be heard, interspersed with 
Islamic slogans. 

Large Israeli troop reinfor- 
cements were driven into the 


Gaza Strip in civilian buses and 
armoured personnel carriers. 

Military sources said the 
Army moved another infantry 
brigade into the teeming coastal 
strip, home to an estimated 
650.000 Palestinians, mostly 
impoverished refugees. 

Suffocation 

Rabin toured the area by 
helicopter and told reporters: 
“We need time and patience to 
adjust the number of our own 
forces and our methods of action 
to the circumstances ... it is not a 
matter of a day or two, so don't 
stand there with a stopwatch.” 

Relatives said a 35-year-old 
Khan Yunis woman who was in 
labour died of suffocation last 
night after Leargas canisters 
exploded near her Khan Yunis 
home last nighl. The Army said it 
was checking the report. 


Shukriyeh Hafez Fans was 
taken.vomiting and bleeding to a 
hospital where she delivered a 
stillborn baby and later died ofa 
heart attack, ber family said. 

Eyewi messes in the Gaza Strip 
said last week that troops had 
introduced a new form of riot gas 

that caused suffocation. An 
Army spokesman said troops 
used only teargas. although pos- 
sibly a new brand oi larger quan- 
tity than in the past. 

In widespread Gaza Strip 
unrest today, 33 Palestinians 
were wounded by bullets, rubber 
bullets and beatings in the 
Mugazai refugee camp, the 
Sheikh Radwan neighbourhood 
of Gaza city and the Rafah area, 
foreign relief workers said. 

A boy, 9. was shot in the knees 
in Rafah, they said.

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Controversy on state powers grows in Iran 


Be strong, lawmakers urged

ATHENS, Jan I O.(UPI): A lead- 
ing Iranian cleric was reported to 
have called on the country's law- 
makers to “be strong,” as signs 
emerged of a growing con- 
stitutional controversy on the 
powers of the government. 

The official Iranian news 
agency Ima quoted Ayatollah 
H ossein Ali Moniazeri as calling 
on the 12-man Council of Guar- 
dians of Lhc constitution to 
“safeguard the constitution and 
the system.” and to " be strong.” 

But President Ali Khamenei, 
who spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Khomeini publicly rebuked 
Thursday, praised the Imam 
(Khomeini) Saturday as a 
“unique and incomparable 
leader.” Irnasaid. 

Dignity 

Moniazeri is designated suc- 
cessor to Khomeini, and Ima 
reported his remarks days after 
the imam decreed that the Iran- 
ian government had “absolute 
power.” and may legislate in 
some cases without conferring 
with Parliament. 

Moniazeri, speaking in Qom, 
stopped short of contradicting 
Khomeini direcLly. but urged 
Iran's Council of Guardians, a 


sort of 12-man senate, to “be 
strong, while taking into account 
the needs of the revolution in 
different periods.” 

Irna q uoted him as saying “the 
dignity of the G uardians Council 
must be protected.” and that“ifa 
law is approved, olher organs 
cannot adapt it to suit their own 
peculiar tastes, 1 ' and "it must be 
obeyed by all.” 

The Qom cleric's remarks 
indirectly contradicted a decree 
Khomeini issued Dec 25. laying 
down that the government had 
absolute power to legislate on 
matters concerning public 
utilities, banking, shipping and 
labour organisations. 

Thursday, Khomeini publicly 
reprimanded Iran's elecied 
President for having "misquoted 
and misinterpreted” the decree. 

He said Khamenei "apparen- 
tly” did not recognise that the 
government was “an institution 
ordained by the Almighty and 
founded with absolute power.” 

Tehran residents reached by 
telephone said Khomeini's 
decree caused some turmoil in 
the provinces, where small-town 
clerics raised dissenting voices 
against it. 

Friday, a prominent member 


of the Council of Guardians, 
speaking at prayer ceremonies in 
Tehran, ducked the con- 
stitutional controversy, but 
staled that the Majlis, or Iranian 
Parliament, played a “key role" 
in making laws. 

Unique 

Khamenei Saturday described 
Khomeini as a unique and 
incomparable leader ... who 
spearheaded the move (against 
the Shah) and showed Lhe way to 
the people.”

Zahir Shah may unite Afghans 


LONDON. Jan 10, <AP): Afgh- 
anistan's deposed King Moharii- 
med Zahir Shah may be recalled 
from his exile in Italy to unite 
quarreling factions in his 
homeland and form an interim 
government to end the war there. 
The Observer newspaper repor- 
ted today. 

The weekly said an agreement 
would lead to the withdrawal of 
the 120,000 Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan and the Afghan 
communist leaders would go 
with them into exile. 

The Observer said it intervi- 
ewed the 73-year-old King at his 
villa near Rome and he said he 
was ready to return home on a 
peace mission without seeking to 
restore the monarchy 

“All 1 want is to restore the 
unity and prosperity of my coun- 
try after this horrible war," the 


King was quoted as saying. 

The report said the peace plan 
was the idea of former US 
Secretary of State Henry’ Kissin- 
ger. It said Kissinger asked 
Occidental Oil magnate Armand 
Hammer — a friend of the King 
and associate of Soviet leaders 
for many years — to get approval 
of the plan from the King, from 
Pakistan President Zia-ui-Haq 
and SovieL foreign policy adviser 
Anatoly Dobrynin. 

When Hammer did that suc- 
cessfully and finally put it to the 
State Department in Washing- 
ton. Secretary of State George 
Shultz was “soon telling those 
concerned that an Afghan set- 
tlement might well be speeded by 
persuading Zahir to form an 
interim government as first 
among equals." the story said. 

It said the plan was also “well 


received" by the Pakistan-based 
Mujahedeen rebels who have 
been fighting the Soviet-backed 
communist government in their 
country for the past eight years. 

King Zahir Shah was deposed 
in 1973 by a military coup led by 
his cousin and brother-in-law, 
Mohammad Daoud who was 
killed in another coup in 1 978, 
which led to the establishment of 
the pro-Soviet government.

Dubcek backs Soviet reforms 


ROME. Jan lO.-CUPI): Alexan- 
der Dubcek. leader of the Cze- 
choslovakian reform movement 
crushed with the help of the 
Soviet Army in 1968, said in a 
rare interview he sees a 
“profound connection" between 
his reforms and those of Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

“Perestroika (Gorbachev's 
programme of economic restruc- 
turing) is indispensable and I 
support it because I find in it a 
profound connection with what 
we tried to do 20 years ago.” 
Dubcek said. 

Dubcek. who has been in the 
political wilderness since Soviet 
tanks helped end his attempt to 
give communism “a human 
face” in 1968. gave the interview 
to the Italian Communist Party 
newspaper L'Unita. Excerpts 
were provided to the Italian news 
agency Ansa. 

Dubcek expressed regret his 
reforms of the communist system 
in Czechoslovakia were not per- 
mitted to continue. 

“1 think a lot of time has been 
lost” he said. “I think of what 
could have been achieved in these

past years by following the new 
path, of the advantages there 
would have been for our country 
and for socialism. 

Comparison 

“it is not possible to make a 
mechanical comparison between 
our 1968 and perestroika,” he 
said. 'But time has shown that 
here and there there are 
similarities between the fun- 
damental sources of inspiration 
— not identity, but a notable 
similarity lhaL Links the ideas and 


original concepts." 

The former Czechoslovakian 
leader said he and "comrades 
who think as I do” support Gor- 
bachev's reforms and it is “a sin- 
cere, loyal and single-voiced sup- 
port," 

Asked if he thought a similar 
“perestroika" might take place 
in Czechoslovakia, Dubcek said, 
“the past must be overcome with 
aclear vision of today's problems 
and the solutions to them. 

‘These new tasks we gave our- 
selves in 1968, which we discus- 
sed publicly and then put into 
effect, could today be the easiest 
way to overcome divisions in our 
society and party.” 

Dubcek said “reform ideas” 
being put forward by the current 
leaders in Czechoslovakia 'are 
words to be judged positively, 
but it is concrete action that will 
be decisive. There is a need for 
good medicine, not cosmetics.” 

He said he had “nothing sub- 
stantial” to reproach himself for 
his actions leading to the 
Soviet-led operation to crush the 
"Prague spring" reform 
movement in August 1968. 
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continued to do so over the past 
nine years. 

By admonishing Khamenei, 
who spoke on the subject New 
Year's day in his capacity as 
Friday prayer leader, Khomeini 
appeared to be rapping the 
knuckles, too, of other prayer 
leaders who had spoken against 
the decree, regional analysts 
said.

Largest 
oil slick 
hits Ohio 
River town 

WHEELING. West Virginia, 
Jan 10, (Reuter): The largest 
oil slick in US history oozed 
down the Ohio River today, 
clogging the water supply in 
the steel town of Wheeling 
and prompting hasty emer- 
gency operations. 

The slick, comprising nearly a 
million gallons (3.8 million 
litres) of diesel fueL, has taken 
a week to reach Wheeling 
after it leaked from a storage 
tank near Pittsburgh. 

US Coast Guard spokesman 
Dean Jones said it had 
travelled more than 120 miles 
(200 km) down the Monoge- 
hela and Ohio rivers at about 
one mile an hour (two kph). 
The oil was gradually being 
diluted by the river water and 
about a quarter of the 3.85 
million gallons (14.5 million 
litres) that seeped out of the 
storage tank remained. 

In Sistersville, West Virginia, 25’ 
miles (40 km) downstream 
from Wheeling, residents 
quickly exhausted free bot- 
tled water supplied by brew- 
ing companies, an emergency 
services spokesman said. 
Sistersville, with 2,300 
inhabitants, lies between 
Wheeling and the next big 
town of the river. Parkers- 
burg, West Virginia. Like 
Wheeling it normally draws 
its water from the Ohio River 
and expects the slick to arrive 
on Monday. 

Wheeling stopped pumping 
water from the river when the 
slick reached it on Friday and 
national guardsmen were 
handing out gallon bottles of 
water to residents. A country 
music radio station urged 
people to drink beer instead. 
The water level in Wheeling's 
main lank, which fell from 22 
feet (6.7 metres) to one foot 
(0.3 metres) from Friday to 
Saturday, rose slowly to six 
feet (two metres) on Satur- 
day. emergency services 
director Joe Albert said.

Calm returns to Panama City 


PANAMA CITY, Jan 10. 
(Reuter): Calm returned to the- 
Panamanian capital after 
rumours fizzled that strongman 
General Manuel Antonio 
Noriega had abandoned power 
and fled the country. 

Several thousand people took 
to the streets on Saturday after- 
noon in various sections of Pan- 
ama City waving handkerchief 
and honking car horns after 
rumours circulated that Noriega 
had left the country in response 
to foreign pressure. 

But military officials moved 
quickly to defuse the rumours, 
saying that the general had left 
the country only to visit his 
daughter in the Dominican 
Republic and would return to his 
office on Monday. 

In a televised interview last 
night, armed forces chief of staff 
Colonel Marco Justinez said 
Noriega would return bo Panama 
either late on Sunday or early on 
Monday. 

"Early Monday he will be in 
his office," Justinez said. 


Plane

Filipino troops fight 
communist rebels 


MANILA, Jan 10. (Reuter): 
Government troops killed 25 
communist rebels in their biggest 
battle in months as the Philip- 
pines headed into tbe final week 
of a bitter, bloody election cam- 
paign. 

Three soldiers were killed and 
nine wounded in a day-long bat- 
tle when a 30-strong government 
force fought off 300 rebels who 
attacked the northern mountain 
town of Balbalan, the military 
said today. 

In Manila, President Corazon 
Aquino hit the campaign trail, 
appealing for an end to pre-elec- 
tion violence which has claimed 
67 lives in the last five weeks. 

One town she visited on the 
outskirts of the capital was the 
scene, hours earlier, of an assas- 
sination attempt against a can- 
didate running in the Jan 1 8 local 
elections. 

The military has blamed com- 
munist guerrillas for half of the 
election violence and has 
deployed thousands of troops to 
almost 1,000 towns and cities 
around the country. 

Clashes 

The battle in the northern 
mountains, which took place on 
Friday, followed other clashes 
around the country in the last 
week involving hundreds of 
rebels and government troops, 
the military said. 


In: the latest incident, a soldier 
was killed today in fighting in 
Bulaean province, just 40 Ions 
north of Manila, the military 
reported. 

Aquino went out seeking votes 
for favoured candidates in towns 
on the outskirts of Manila, 
including Paranaque, where 
gunmen in a car shot at and mis- 
sed one candidate on Saturday. 

The schoolyard in Pasig where 
she addressed a rally was a block 
away from where unidentified 
men gunned down government 
Minister Jaime Ferrer last 
August. 

She told a crowd of 6,000at the 
rally: What 1 have been through 
in the past two years has been 
dilficuft. Many have tried to 
bring me down, to bring down 
my government. 

Meanwhile, President 
Aquino’s popularity was repor- 
ted to have dropped off sharply, 
with her approval rating in the

Unrest 

Justinez accused opposition 
leadersof spreading the rumours 
to create unrest during the gen- 
eral's absence. 

Noriega was seen by reporters 
as he entered a downtown hotel 
in the Dominican capital of 
Santo Domingo on Saturday but 
the general declined to speak to 
journalists. 

The rumours of Noriega's 
departure emerged as local news- 
papers published reports on 
Sataurday that the Reagan 
administration had sent a top 
Defence Department official to 
P anama earlier in the month to 
urge Noriega to step down and 
allow free elections. 

The US government has put 
increased pressure on Noriega 
following an outbreak of wide- 
spread civilian protests last year 
against his rule.

developed in Kuwait due to the 
shortage of qualified practition- 
ers. 

The doctor believes that her- 
bal remedies shonld be used 
extensively for the treatment of 
disease. He did not specify the 
type of disease that can be cured 
by herbal medicine. 

Rheumatism, renal failure and 
skin diseases can be treated ben- 
eficially if centres are set up near 
the coast, particularly at the 
Fail aka Island. The environment 
at the island was conducive for 
treatment for such diseases, he 
said.

Specifications for carports 


KHALED AJ Mohsen, the 
Deputy Director of Kuwait 
Municipality Building Depart- 
ment said that several commit- 
tees had been formed to establish 
specifications for carports built 
in front of houses. He added that 
the committee approved car- 
ports constructed from iron, 
fi breglass or wood, but the use of 
concrete foundations was illegal. 

The deputy director added 
that carports were allowed in 
open areas as long as they did not 
interfere with traffic to neigh- 
bouring houses and that the 
maximum width of the carport 
was three metres and the length 
six metres and the height 2.5 
metres. He said that the Mun- 
icipality would charge 50 fils for 
each square metre, not to exceed 
KD12 per year, and that owners 
of carports would be required to 
sign a pledge to remove them 


when requested by the Mun- 
icipality. , 

He said that the Committee 
was submitting a recommenda- 
tion for approval to the Mun- 
icipal Affairs Committee to build 
carports for ministry and gover- 
nment establishments.

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Saudi economy in very good shape

Prince Abdullah indicated 
that further conferences should 
be held annually to discuss Arab 
concerns in a direct way. He said: 
•‘Before the Amman summit we 
were feeling that the dis- 
agreement in the Arab world had 
lowered Arab dignity and distor- 
ted our image in the world." He 
added that ihif. made the Arab 
world a target for those with 
ambitions in Lhe region such as 
Israel and Iran. 

Trip 

The Crown Prince commented 
on his trip to America and the 
attitude toward Arab issues, say- 
ing: "Israel is active there with 
well-known methods.” He added 
that if only one cent from each 
barrel of oil produced in the Arab 
world was allocated for the pur- 
pose of making the world under- 
stand Arab causes, miracles 
could happen even within five to 
JO years. He elaborated, saying, 
"if this sum is provided and 
supervised by well-qualified 
Arab youth, it will create the real 
channel through which we will be 
able to help decision-makers in 
the world to be just in dealing 
with Arab causes.” 

Abdullah said that crying, 
criticising and requesting will 
lead to nothing. "I personally 
arrived at other convictions of 
what the Arab world should do 
to defeat those forces working to 
distort the Arab image in the 
world,” he said. 

Regarding the eighth GCC 
summit conference in Riyadh, he 
said Lhat the same frankness 
which prevailed at the Amman 
summit was present at the

Riyadh summit. He said that the 
success of the GCC conference 
was due to the fact that it was 
held amid conditions that 
required decisive, collective and 
strong solutions in order for “our 
patience not to be interpreted as 
weakness.” 

Concerning the establishment 
of links among the GCC people. 
Prince Abdullah said that the 
GCC states had made good 
progress in this area, but he 
added: "The people demand 
more from us and there is no 
harm in this for it is the demand 


of the people and it will one day 
be achieved.” 

Moving to matters of local 
economic concern. Abdullah 
said that the Saudi economy was 
in "very good shape”. He added: 
“We have overcome some dif- 
ficulties, the most important of 
which is the adaptation of the 
people to the new expenditure 
policy.” 

He explained that the people in 
the past were accustomed to huge 
expenditures, which, he said, 
were all right when huge reven- 
ues were available. He added that 


during the past three years peo- 
ple have begun to adapt to the 
reasonable expenditure rates. 

Trend 

He said that last year witnes- 
sed a boost in the Saudi economy 
and that this trend was expected 
to continue this year. He 
explained that Saudi Arabia was 
not an oil country only and that 
studies indicate that other min- 
eral resources such as gold, 
silver, copper and uranium will 
produce revenues equal to that of 
oil. 

He said lhat a production 
company will be established 
soon, in partnership with the 
Saudi government and a number 
of American companies will be 
given concession rights to 
operate in a 1,600 square 
kilometre area. 

"Shares will be offered in 
Saudi Arabia and the Gulf,” 
Prince Abdullah said, "and 
experts estimate that its revenues 
may be equal to that of oil.” 

He emphasised that the Saudi 
economy stands on the same 
foundation as any other well 
established economy: agricul- 
ture, industry and trade. 

He said that in the agricultural 
field. Saudi Arabia has become 
an exporting country. 

He added that the Saudi indus- 
trial base was expanding and that 
commercially they have an inter- 
nal market with a huge purchas- 
ing power. 

Finally, the Crown Prince said 
that under the direction of King 
Fahd, Saudi Arabia's economy is 
well established and that many 
countries deal with them in con- 
fidence because of the strength of 
the economy.

Waiting could take as long as four months 

Dentists unable to cope with rush 


GETTING an appointment with 
the dentists at government dental 
centres can take as long as four 
months as the waiting Ust grows 
bigger and bigger each month. 
Dentists are unable to cope with 
the rush, inspire of expansion of 
services, said the head of the 
Dental Centre, Dr Badr Al 
Aidan. 

Dentists treat 126,721 patients 
with a daily average of 4,220 at 
the 1 7 clinics around the country, 
according to a report in an 
Arabic newspaper. There are 35 
Kuwaiti and 51 non-Kuwaiti 
dentists at the centre. 

In addition to the Dental Cen- 
tre in Kuwait City, there are 
branches in Farwania, Jahra and 
Fahaheel. This includes the den- 
tal clinics spread over the coun- 
try. 

Justified 

The report quoted the head of 
the Dental Centre, Dr Badr Al 
Aidan, as saying the dentists 
work under pressure and are 


priority is given to problem 
cases. Children are given 
immediate attention, even it they 
require a cavity filling or are 
seeking treatment for route- 
canal diseases. 

Top priority is given to sur- 
gical cases. Such patients are 
given appointments within 10 
days. For polishing and cleaning 
teeth, it may take longer. “Clean- 
ing is considered a maintenance 
job. It can wait,” he explained. 

“Minor cases can be treated at 
health centres. It is not necessary 
to come to the dental clinics," 
said Dr Al Aidan. 

Burden 


unable to cope with the rising 
□umber of patients. He justified 
the wai ling li st for appointmen is. 
extending to four months, saying 


Greater health awareness has 
put an extra burden on dental 
services. More and more people 
want to “get rid of their teeth or 
seek dentures,” he said. 

He advised patients not to 
have their teeth removed. “Some 
patients insists on dentures and 
want their teeth pulled out. This 
seems such a waste as original 
teeth cannot be replaced by den- 
tures. Some diseases of the teeth 
and gums can be treated,” he 
said. 


In October last year, a total of 
807 new dentures were made and 
232 artificial teeth were made for 
patients. 

Cavities and swollen gums are 
the commonest forms of diseases 
among children, he said, blaming 
poor hygiene and improper care. 

Florlne 

Children eat lots of sweets and 
candy and are not taught to 
brush their teeth, he said. Lack of 
florine was also a cause of bad 
teeth and related problems, he 
said, urging concerted efforts to 
spread awareness among the 
young. 

Dr Al Aidan urged parents to 
tell their children to care for then- 
teeth. “Dental hygiene must be 
taught from an early age,” he 
said. 

The centre is conducting 
studies to improve dental health 
and provide adequate services to 
patients. School children have 
been selected at random to study 
their habits and progress. 
Another study concentrates on 
studying the condition of teeth 
from infancy. 

Improper eating habits have 


led to a wider incidence of dental 
decay, he said, particularly after 
the advent of oil. "Fifty years 
ago, people led a simple life, 
walked a lot and drank natural 
water. They bad fewer 
problems,” he said. He advises 
people to eat more fruit and 
vegetables which act as “clean- 
sers” in the mouth. “Eating fruit 
is much better than drinking 
juice,” he said. 

Dr Al Aidan said more

Violence at schools 
a setback to education 


INDISCIPLINE, violence and 
physical abuse has become a 
wide-spread phenomenon at 
schools in Kuwait, acquiring 
“dangerous proportions." 
according to a Kuwaiti news- 
paper- 

The daily says students assault 
teachers, break furniture and are 
generally indisciplined “from 
time to time.” 

Material damage — breaking 
furniture' — is caused almost 
daily. Violence at schools is a 
major setback to education. 

But who is responsible for mis- 
behaviour and indiscipline? 

The newspaper talked to 
several students, teachers and 
headmasters, and concludes that 
shortage of sociologists at 
school, violent television, juven- 
ile delinquency and lack of 
parental control were the major 
problems confronting education 
in Kuwait. 

One student. Meshal Sulai- 
man. said it was his “hobby to 
argue with teachers and class- 
mates." 

“1 look advantage of the 
weakness of teachers and 
exploited it to cause trouble and 
disturb studies.” said Meshal. 

He admits damaging school 
furniture ranging from fans and 
window panes to chairs and cars 
belonging to teachers. 

”1 hate diligent students.” he 
said, who has adopted a careless 
attitude to schooling. 

He had been warned several 
times by his school's headmaster. 
According to the student, the 
headmaster “speaks to me in a 
fatherly manner and told me to 
reform myself.” The student is 
now under the care ora sociolog- 
ist. 

"This is a turning point in my 
life.” said the young student 
when asked about his sessions 
with the sociologist. Meshal says 
,he has becomean "idea! student” 
and is doing well in studies. He 
blamed his unruly behaviour on 
lack of parental control and feels 


students must cooperate with 
teachers and school adminis- 
trators. “They should slop keep- 
ing bad company,” he said. 

A high school student, Tawif 
Al Mudaira. believes that the 
sociologist at school is playing a 
“significant role” in solving the 
problem of students. Al Mudaira 
seems to be a happy child and is 
content with the facilities at 
school. 

A female student. Nada Al 
Rayes. feels that girls are fairly 
disciplined. “Girls don't break 
school furniture and damage 
property," she said. 

Another student who iden- 
tified himself only by his first 
name, Nader, believes sludenLs 
become violent "due to lack of 
communication with teachers, 
who ignore the rights of children 
and are not sympathetic to the 
student's problems.” Nader says 
some teachers "insult" students, 
provoking them to hit back. 
“When a student wants to make 
a point he damages property and 
stones the cars of teachers,” said 
Nader. 

Moamer Jabcr criticises 
unruly students saying: “I can't 
believe any student can be so 
violent.” 

Parents polled by the news- 
paper say “proper control is 
needed during adolescence.” 
Harby Al Otaibi. a member of 
the parent's council at a school, 
said “a father must help solve the 
difficulties his child may be fac- 
ing.” He also stressed the role of 
the sociologist. 

Background 

“The student is the future cf 
the nation. He belongs to the 
community. Poor social and 
educational background reflect 
on the child's behaviour. 

“Sociologists musL look into 
the problems and resolve the 
problems facing the young, he 
said. 

Another parent's council 
member, Dalai Al Nisif, insisted 
that a child must be taught good 


behaviour at an early age. “The 
child is like dough and should be 
moulded at a young age first at 
home and then at school so that 
they are able to deal with life,” 
she said. Proper guidance at 
home would enable children to 
cope with stress at school and in 
society, she said. 

Dalai Al Nisif said in the olden 
days the family paid more atten- 
tion to children's well-being. 
Today, the family has no time to 
attend to children's problems, 
she said. 

Teachers blame violent telev- 
ision programmes for indisci- 
pline and unruliness at school. 
Mohammad Ahmed Al 
Khodari, principal of the Ibn 
Haitham School, said “TV 
should be more education- 
al.Violeat television affecLs the 
child adversely.” The school 
should also create social aware- 
ness among children. Such a 
project at his school, he said, had 
proved successful. 

Nucleus 

Students are rebelling, said 
Naderah Al Rayes, headmistress 
of the Al Mansouriva School. 
“This is a type of deviation 
caused by social and psy- 
chological problems." she 
explained. Al Rayes urges 
parents to cooperate with 
schools and talk over problems 
with their children. 

“The family must shoulder a 
part of the responsibility. 
Absence of family interest in a 
child's development leads to 
delinquency.” she declared. 

Young people must be urged 
to channel their energies into 
“productive ventures” and a 
spirit of responsibility must be 
inculcated in them, she added. 

The headmaster of the Issa Al 
Loughani School. Jassem Al 
Hadnoud. said if the school is to 
be the nucleus of education, 
everyone must come forward 
and pool resources for the benefit 
of the child and in a larger con- 
text for the good of the society. 


ABU DHABI, Jan 10, (Kuna): 
Praising the continuous efforts 
of UAE president to clear Arab 
atmosphere, visiting Egyptian 
presidential advisor for political 
affairs Usama Al Baz today ruled 
out any present efforts between 
Syria and Egypt explaining lhat 
each side's stances were gover- 
ned by certain considerations.

Carlucci ends Gulf tour 


BAHRAIN, Jan 10, (Reuter); 
US Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci ended his first Gulf tour 
today after preparing the ground 
for a modest cutback in US war- 
ships. 

Carlucci left Riyadh and 
arrived in Paris yesterday after a 
week-long visit to Kuwait, 
Bahrain and Saudi Arabia. 

Western diplomats said the 
thrust of Carl ucci's trip had been 
to reassure Gulf states of US sup- 
port, while at the same time 
examining ways to cut the Pen- 
tagon's spiralling costs. 

Cartucd's task was not made 
easier by reports from Washing- 
ton that the United States was 
about to withdraw the minehunt- 


ing helicopter carrier Okinawa 
and battleship Iowa. 

Carlucci, said no decision had 
been made, but diplomats expect 
a formal cutback will be announ- 
ced after he returns to Washing- 
ton and consults President 
Reagan. 

That would be consistent with 
what diplomats see as a drive by 
Carlucci, two months in the top 
Pentagon job, to cut costs 
incurred by a Middle East task 
force of more than 30 warships 
protecting US-flag tankers. 

Carlucci also met Saudi 
Arabia's King Fahd and Defence 
Minister Prince Sultan Ibn 
Abdulaziz during a red carpet 
stay in Riyadh, but diplomatic 


sources said no new arms deals 
had been concluded. 

Prince Sultan said in an 
interview with the London- 
based Saudi newspaper Ashraq 
Al Awsat today there had been 
no discussion on arms 

High-technology weapons 
deals proposed by Washington 
have often been blocked by a 
powerful pro-Israeli lobby in 
Congress, leading to tensions 
with Riyadh 


Saudi Arabia plays a key role 
in air defence for the whole Gulf 
region through US-built Awacs 
surveillance aircraft based in 
Riyadh and supported by US 
advisers working in the king- 
dom.

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Bhatt’s self-defeating endeavour

MAHESH BHATT will never 
make Sanmsb again. He should 
stop trying. though. The almost 
pathological obsession with 
death and its finality has 
become a major hurdle in the 
way of plenary self-cspression. 
Bhalt must snap out of this nar- 
cissism — the desire to make 
every film mirror his own soul 
— before iL snaps him off from 
the orbit of artistry. 

With Kaash, viewers hoped 
to see Bhuu achieve a synthesis 
of the popular and the intellec- 
tual. Films like Arth, Saransh 
and Janam carried the flagrant 
imprint of Bhatt's lacerated 
soul. With Naam he self-cons- 
ciously veered to the other 
extreme with a popular enter- 
tainer which was on cr-raLed by 
the director's admirers in the 
press. 

Kaasb compromises bet- 
ween the two extremes. An 
uneasy and ultimately unsuc- 
cessful compromise. (The 
experimental phase in Bhatt's 
career — films like Manzilein 
Aur Rhi Hain, Vishwasghal 
and JLahu Ke Do Rang have 
been dciiberalciy ignored). 

For Arth, Bhalt turned to his 
own troubled marriage for ins- 
piration. In Kaash he borrows 
from his leading lady Dimple's 
tempestuous past and her 
relationship with Rajesh 
Khanna. Bhati can deny it but 
the virulent relationship bet- 
ween Pooja and the fading 
supersfar KJtesh in Kaash is 
patterned on Dimple and 
Rajesh Khanna's troubled 
past. 

Situations 

Must Bhalt invariably seek a 
structural foundation from 
real-life incidents? Can't he 
make a film about situations he 
is familiar with? Of course, 
there is nothing morally wrong 
in such derived dramatisations, 
as long as (hey are honest in 
their intent. Kaash is in reality 
an untruthful film, llliesaboul 
all the things which we have 
been asked to believe through 
Bhatt's films. Undeniably, the 
man-woman relationship has 
been tackled with merciless 
Maheshesque irony. 

indeed, the first half of 
Kaash has unforgettable 
mqm^l£enac£ed finely byjjlfci 
two lead- playcig^ijjc ; screen.; 
crackles with the tension" bet- 
ween the frustrated alcoholic 
and his hard-to-pieasc wife, as 
their young son Romi watches 
the violenceheJpJessly. 

Rigid 

Bui Kaasb hoodwinks the- 
audience by cheating on fun- 
damental issues in the script. It 
believes — and wants us to 
believe — superstars are made 
and unmade overnight — with 
just one film. U is preposterous 
to base the plot on the presump- 
tion that one unsuccessful 
production can throw a super- 
star to the brink of bankruptcy 
and beyond, and that he would 
be abandoned by the entire 
industry for committing the sin 
of fatfu re: For example Jeeten- 
dra produced one of the most 
crushing failures in the history 
of Indian cinema — Deed ar-e- 
Yaar —and bounched back on 
the buoyancy of goodwill and 
luck. Rajesh Khanna is the 
classic example of an ex-super- 
slar. As we all know, he is still 
treated like a king. Surprisingly 
Bhatt. who is so much a part of 
the mainstream industiy, has 
chosen to be so hypocritical 
about its- depiction! Even 
dramatic license has its limits, 
after which it begins to look 
grotesque, especially in a film 
ostensibly about "real people.’’

, tins dichotomy, the film echoes * 
Kramer vs Kramer. In both 
films, the wife becomes the out- 
sider after she walks out on her 
lousy marriage. Both the 
women are denied custody of 
their child, mainly because 
there is an anxious lover hover- 
ing in the background to create 
a climate of sympathy for the 
hero. 

The Other Man, Alok 
(Anupam Kher) is a par- 
ticularly disdainful creature in 
Kaash. He needn’t have been 
around at all. But like Raj 
Kiran in Arth. he buzzes 
around Pooja with sticky devo- 
tion. Alok, the anxious lover, is 
another blatant falsehood in 


this film about “real" people. 
He is there for mere conven- 
ience — first, to widen the 
breach between Ritesh and 
Pooja and later to bring them 
together by his ungallant 
behaviour. Viewers lose all res- 
pect for this bewigged buffoon 
after he refuses to believe 
Ritesh about Romi's illness. 
Only a very morbid mind 
would consider such a revela- 
tion to be a brilliant perfor- 
mance. That is one trait Alok 
seems to share with BhatL 
Amusing 

Thedirector is forever absor- 
bed in his egoistic world of rup- 
tured alliances and cruel 
deaths. The world according to 
Bhatt is an exceptionally unth- 
inking place where sensitive 
souls are destined to suffer. 
Alok and Pooja perform highly 
dramatic sequences which just 
don’t worit. One is the $cene in , 
which 1 Alpk inforins Pooja 
about Komi’s illness, and the 
other is when Alok raises the 
topic of their marriage while 
Romi is dying. Both are 
extraordinarily intense situa- 
tions demanding hysteria. 
Pooja's response, though 
starkly genuine, does not coor- 
dinate with the mood of the 
situation. They are hoplessly 
incompetent scenes. 

Thecharacter of Ritesh most 
pointedly reveals the director's 
machochism. The manner in 
which Ritesh demeans himsejf 
once the slide downhill begins is 
not at amusing. The tendency is 
clearly self-destructive driving 
Ritesh headlong into the disa-

ster zone. Ritesh becomes an 
alcoholic and loses the woman 
he loves along with his star- 
dom. Ultimately, nature cons- 
pires to snatch his dearly loved 
son. Agreed, failure comes in 
bunches. But Ritesh isn't the 
average man-in-the-dumps. He 
is the director’s bleeding soul in 
person. The voluble Bhatt has 
confessed his guilt for being a 
part of the symthetie cinema 
world. Well. Ritesh is the fad- 
ing star, being punished for 
being successful. The script 
repeatedly invents situations to 
humiliate the character. Exam- 
ples abound in Kaash like 
Ritesh being insulted by the 
sour-faced star(DilipTahi!)for 
asking the pittance. Then there 
is a horrendous party scene 
wherein Ritesh gatecrashes, 
with son in tow, steals money 
and is assaulted. Compare this 
vulpine sequence with the party 
. .scene in Arth. In Kaasb, Bhatt 
seems to parody his own style in 
scene after scene. That is when 
the film isn’t seeking inspira- 
tion from Hollywood teaijerk- 
ers about the father-son 
relationship like Kramer vs 
Kramer and The Champ. 

Climax 

Before the interval Kaash is 
enormously rewarding view- 
ing. There is taut tension in the 
initial scenes, endowing the 
proceedings with immense 
vitality. Once the son's illness is 
disclosed, the film begins to 
hem and haw, with tears and 
chuckles uneasily aligned with 
metaphysical ideas. The climax 
is incredibly lax and the death 
scene — ludicrous? Bhatt 
seem’s to become wary of ihe 
melodrama after finding the 
perfecL formula for a leaijerk- 
ing sequence (a terminally ill 
child).

much more credible: "Why 
can’t you save me if you really 
love me?” How does any parent 
answer that? 

The performances by the 
lead players — Jackie Shroff 
and Dimple Kapadia — 
redeem Kaash. Dimple's iden- 
tification with her role seems 
near-perfect. She gives her best 
to the role, and then a little 
more, in the emotional scenes, 
she works herself into a fright- 
ening frenzy, gulping for air as 
she chokes on her sperity. But 
the show belongs to Jackie 
Shroff. Shroff gives a bewitch- 
ing blend of vulnerability, 
vigour and violence to the role. 
For all his frailties, the charac- 
ter of Ritesh is the film's 
greatest strength. Inspite of his 
unheroic stature, the degrada- 
tions of the script, there isacore 
of incorruptibility and 
innocence in the character, 
brilliantly portrayed by Shroff. 

Fantasy 

Kaash vacillates between a 
child-like innocence and an 
ostentatious worldly wisdom. 
On Lhe one hand there is the 
Allauddin sequence signifying 
pure fantasy; on the other is the 
much publicised love scene bet- 
ween the lead pair, trying fran- 
tically to woo the crowds. Such 
compromise alloys the original 
intent of the script. But as in all 
Mahesh Bhatt films, there are 
sequences which leave a lasting 
impression. At the end, after 
the tragedy, Pooja wishes to 
return lo Ritesh. One can 
understand the uncontrollable 
desire lo be near the only per- 
son who can truly share the 
grief. But the manner in which 
she pleads for "another 
chance’'makes you think of the 
Pooja who became totally 
independent in the course of the 
film. Pooja, like the film, 
doesn't grow at all. She ruins 
the reunion by saying "Give me 
another Romi.” This one line 
sums the lip-smacking sen- 
timentally. Kaash is a dan- 
gerously self-defeating 
endeavour, trapped between 
veracity and pretensions. It 
leaves you with a feeling not 
distinct from its title. Yet, you’ll 
remember Jackie Shroffs per- 
formance and Hashes of 
brilliance shown by Dimple in 
some parts of the film.

New push to end 
war in Afghanistan

NEW DELHI. (.Reuter): With a 
senior Soviet Minister in Kabul 
last week, a US mission in 
Islamabad, the United Nations 
mediator due shortly in both 
capitals and peace talks immin- 
ent in Geneva, a new push to end 
the Afghan war appears to be 
under way. 

Soviet Deputy Foreign Mini- 
ster Anatoly Adamishin said in 
New Delhi last week the round of 
Geneva talks expected next 
month could be the last — and 
could succeed. 

And US analysis said the 
Reagan administration had no 
interest in prolonging the nine- 
year Afghan war. 

"Definitely not.” Robert 
Neumann, former US Ambas- 
sador to Kabul, said in Washing- 
ton. “Because this is a difficult 
problem for Pakistan, in which 
\vc have a very important posi- 
tion." 

Pakistan, unwilling host to up 1 
to five million Afghan refugees 
and the main refuge for the 
guerrillas fighting the Moscow- 
backed government in Kabul, 
has its own internal and external 
pressures and is equally eager to 
end the war. 

So. says Western diplomats in 
Moscow, is the Soviet leadership. 


ensure a stable and friendly 
government on its southern 
flank. The Kremlin knows 
Najibullah is widely unpopular 
and lotally unacceptable to the 
rebels, but it has no candidate to 
replace him. 

Any government led by the 
former secret police chief or his 
People’s Democratic Party of 
Afghanistan (PPDA) could 
collapse within weeks, said 
analysts in Washington and New 
Delhi. 

Such a debacle would be seen 
as an unacceptable defeat for the 
Soviet Army and would raise the 
prospect of a civil war and a 
hostile government on its door- 
step. they added.

War-weariness 


The diplomats said there was 
increasing evidence of war- 
weariness among Soviet foreign 
policy makers and of tension bet- 
ween Moscow and President 
Najibullah in Kabul. 

The timetable for pulling back 
the estimated 115.000 Soviet 
troops is no longer the major 
issue. 

The rebels want ihe troops out 
in eight months, and Adamishin 
said in New Delhi the SovieL 
Union had "taken a strong 
decision to withdraw troops 
from Afghanistan in 12 months 
— it could even be earlier.”

Soviet lobbying condemned the 
presence of’foreign troops by a 
record 104 votes, and a call for a 
withdrawal from the Organisa- 
tion of Islamic Conference. 

Moscow replied with an offen- 
sive on both the military and 
diplomatic fronts. 

Its troops made a successful 
push last month to break the 
perennial rebel siege of the eas- 
tern town of KhosL 
Analysts in Pakistan say the 
victory bad little strategic sig- 
nificance. but the Soviet media 
have given it prominence to 
demonstrate both the value of 
Soviet support and the might of 
the Afghan armed forces.

Assault on democracy

MEXICO City. (Reuter): In 
Haiti, roving gangs of soldiers 
and paramilitary thugs go on a 
killing spree to break up the first 
democratic elections in 30 years. 
Mission accomplished: the ballot 
is postponed. 

In Ecuador. Air Force com- 
mandos seize the President, put a 
gun at his head and demand the 
release of a dissident officer 
awaiting trial for mutiny. 
Request granted. 

In Argentina, infantry units 
rebel, demanding an end Us 
human rights trials and the dis- 
missal of the Army chief of staff. 
He steps down, the government 
limits the trials. 

In Colombia, professional 
killers murder eveiy judge who 
extradites a cocaine trafficker to 
the United States. The supreme 
court annuls the US-Colombian 
Extradition Treaty. 

In Peru, a court issues orders 
to suspend the planned national- 
isation of banks. The govern- 
ment uses tanks, tear gas and 
paramilitary police to take over 
the H anks by force. 

Test 

Over the past year, democracy 
look hard knocks in the Carib- 
bean and Latin America, put to 
the test by the military, billion- 
aire drug lords, extremist 
guerrillas — and civilian 
politicians who set their own 
rules for the democratic game. 

“As we have seen again in 
1987, there are limi ts to the full 
exercise of parliamentary 
democracy in a region where 


authoritarian leadership has 
long traditions,” said a 
European diplomat and special- 
ist on Latin affairs. 

Since 1979, nine countries in 
the region have switched from 
military dictatorships to 
democracy: Argentina, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Hon- 
duras, Ecuador, Bolivia, Peru. 
Uruguay and Brazil. Panama 


ply conservative, fiercely anti- 
communist and stauchly nation- 
alist Latin American military 
men deny the repression, torture 
and killing under military-run 
governments was wrong. 


adopted the trappings of 
democracy but effectively 
remained under military rule. 

Gruesome 

In Nicaragua and Haiti, dic- 
tators were toppled but promises 
of freedom remained unfulfilled. 

Haiti provided a gruesome 
case in point. Three decades of 
Duvalier family rule ended in 
February, 1986, when popular 
protest forced Jean-Claude 
“Baby Doc” Duvalier to flee. 

His military successor. Gen- 
eral Henri Namphy, promised 
free elections by November 1987. 
But he did not move decisively 
against Duvalier loyalists in the 
Army or members of the dic- 
tator's secret police, the Tontons 
Macoute. 

On election day, November 
29. 1987, Army elements and 
gunmen in civilian clothes joined 
an orgy of violence against 
Haitians queueing to cast their 
votes. At least 37 died, some 
hacked to pieces by machete, and 
elections were postponed. 

While black. Creole-speaking 
Haiti is not typical of Latin 
America, military forces in much 
of die region share values which 
pose a latent threat to the fled- 
gling democracies. 

With few exceptions, the dee- 


Many officers regard them- 
selves as saviours of their nations 
from the evils of communist and 
say that the ends justified 
whatever means they employed. 

“In Argentina, as elsewhere in 
Latin America, the armed forces 
remain convinced they were 
right,*” said Emilioa Mignione, a 
prominent Buenos Aires lawyer 
and expert on the excesses of die 
“dirty war" against Argentine 
leftists. 

“The military have not chan- 
ged with the advent of 
democracy. They are the same 
men, with the same ideas,” he 
added. 

It was resentment over what 
they considered unfair treatment 
by President Raul Alfonsin’s 
government which caused 
military revolts over Easter 1987. 

The uprisings led to legislative 
limits on trials of railitaiy men 
involved in the killing of some 

9,000 people during the dirty

Eight months after the revolt, 
the Argentine Navy threatened 
another rebellion unless Alfon- 
sin agreed to the promotion of an 
officer accused of human rights 
abuses.

Elsewhere in Latin America, 
elected leaders made concessions 
to the armed forces in 
Guatemala. El Salvador, 
Uruguay and Peru, where 4,000 


police stormed university cam- 
puses in an unprecedented action 
aimed at rooting out student 
sympathisers of left-wing 
guerrillas. 

Even where established tradi- 
tions of freedom exist, demo- 
cracy is being put to tough tests. 

Colombia, for instance, has 
enjoyed democratic government 
through most of this century. Its 
media are widely considered the 
best in the region. Parliamentary 
life is vibrant. 

Yet Colombian democracy is 
under immense strain, under 
assault from ruthless drug lords, 
guerrilla forces which have been 
active for more than a quarter 
century, and right-wing hit 


squads who are systematically 
murdering leftists. 

. The most prominent victim in 
1987 was Jaime Pardo Leal, 
leader fo the Patriotic Union 
(UP). He was the latest of some 
500 UP activists murdered since 
the party was formed in 1985. 

Political killings are only one 
ingredient in widespread 
violence which claimed around 

11,000 victims in 1986. 

Anarchy

Self-restraint producing some results 


Criticism of Iran toned down

RIYADH, lAP): Gulf Arab 
leaders, alarmed at the widening 
impact of the Lran-lraq war, have 
toned down criticism of Iran and 
advocated measures to end the 
conflict, including an inter- 
national peace-keeping fleet with 
Soviet ships. 

— There are signs that their self- 
restraint may be producing some 
results. 

Arab diplomatic sources 
reported that Syria, 1 ran’s closest 
Arab friend, has persuaded 
Tehran 10 delay a new ground 
offensive and open a dialogue 
with the six-member Gulf 
Cooperation Council, an 
alliance of Arab countries sym- 
pathetic to Iraq. 

The reported breakthrough 
apparently came after GCC 
leaders ended a summit in 
Riyadh on Dec 29 with a surpr- 
isingly moderate statement on 
Iran while the Syrians stepped up 
their mediation initiative. 

In contrast, the Arab summit 
in Amman six weeks earlier har- 
shly criticised Iranian “aggres- 
sion" in the seven-year-old war. 

Troubles 

Saudi Arabia and Iran have 
been at loggerheads over the 
Gulf war and riots in the holy city 
ofMakkah last July 31. in which 
425 pilgrims were killed. 

The Kuwaitis, too. are 
increasingly at odds with Tehran 
over a string of Iranian missile 
attacks and terrorist strikes by 
pro-iranians. Iran accuses 
Kuwait of aiding Iraq. 

Diplomats expected the 
Riyadh meeting to produce a 
sharp denunciation of Iran and 


demands for sanctions. Saudi 
Arabia had previously urged 
Arab countries to sever relations 
with Iran. 

But instead, the final com- 
munique, while critical of Iran, 
advocated a dialogue and con- 
tained none of the condemna- 
tions of Tehran that have laced 
recent Arab statements. 

The Riyadh communique also 
called on the UN Security Coun- 
cil to “shoulder its respon- 
sibilities" and implement its July 
20 resolution, which calls for an 
arms embargo to enforce a Gulf 
war ceasefire. 

Saudi Arabia's Foreign Mini- 
ster. Prince Saud A1 Faisal stres- 
sed that the Gulf states expect the 
Soviet Union to support that 
move. 

“The Soviet Union is a per- 
manent member of the Security 
Council and has specific respon- 
sibility for world peace and 
stability." he noted. 

The six Gulf Arab leaders 
decided to dispatch envoys to the 
five permanent Security Council 
members — ihe United States, 
the Soviet Union, China, Britain 
and France — to press for enfor- 
cement of the July 20 resolution. 

Pressure 

GCC officials said that Iran, 
which has been massing its forces 
for new ground thrusts against 
Iraq, has in recent days shown 
signs of responding to the latest 
Arab effort to open a dialogue 
aimed at ending the war. 

However, Western military 
analysts believe that Iranian 
leaders, haring failed to convince 
the United Nations to brand Iraq 
the aggressor, are determined to 
step up military pressure on 
Baghdad if the' talks fail to 


produce significant concessions. 

All previous mediation efforts 
have foundered because Tehran 
has insisted on the ouster oflraqi 
President Saddam Hussein, and 
him being branded theaggressor. 

King Fahd of Saudi Arabia 
said at the Riyadh meeting that 
Gulf Arabs might have to invite 
foreign powers to help with their 
defence, a hint that they could 
turn 'toTigypL'lhe Arab woridV 
strongest power, or others for 
military support. 

Informed Arab sources said 
Fahd’s remark was aimed mainly 
at bolstering Kuwait, which re- 
registered its tankers, in the US. 

Knowledgeable sources said 
Sultan Qaboos of Oman and 
Sheikh Zayed Bin Sultan A1 
Nahyan, President of the United 
Arab Emirates, talked Fahd into 
toning down his statement. Both 
have long advocated dialogue 
with Tehran. 

Deleted 

The sources said that to avoid 
conflict, the official Saudi Press 
Agency, which distributed the 
King's address, deleted the 
reference to the option of enlist- 
ing foreign help for defence. 

Jordanian columnist Rakan 
Majalli noted : '‘That was the first 
Gulf summit to evolve a practical 
and realistic action strategy, 
attuned to the spirit of the 
Amman summit. 

"What we have is applicable 
talk. The Gulf powers appear to 
be serious about defining their 
combined objectives and carving 
their path." 

The Riyadh meeting endorsed 
the idea of an international naval 
force in the Gulf to protect ship- 
ping that carries onc-fiflh of the 
non-communist world’s oil. 


In Arab political parlance, 
‘’international” means permit- 
ting the Soviets to play a role with 
the United States in the region. 

The Arabs have also called for 
Soviet participation in an inter- 
national peace conference on the 
Arab-Israeli conflict 

Such a conference would end 
the Americans' role as the 
exclusive Mideast peace broker 
- -and -formally usher tire -Soviets- 
_7nto the centre of the . region’s 
• 'political arena. - 

The proposed international 
naval force also would insert the 
Soviets into what has until now 
been a strictly US-led Western 
role in the Gulf. 

But still unclear is how far the 
Gulf Arabs are prepared to go in 
seeking wider Soviet 

involvement in the region. 

Seriously 

Although the Arabs would 
prefer a US presence in the Gulf, 
there are reservations because of 
Washington’s staunch support 
for Israel. 

The US State Department said 
on Dec 28 it was willing to study, 
without commitment, a Soviet 
proposal for a UN naval force in 
the Gulf if the Security Council 
approved an arms embargo 
against Iran. 

“The idea of an international 
naval force in the Gulf is being 
viewed seriously, because the US 
role was not sufficient to deter 
Iran," said a well-placed Gulf 
shipping executive, who insisted 
on anonymity. 

“The Americans have been 
protecting only ships that fly the 
US flag, leaving the Iranians to 
raid ships of other nationalities 
and fire missiles at Kuwait's oil 
facilities,” the sources said.

A growing trend of veiled threats to throw Americans out 


Discontent with military bases growing

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): Dis- 
content with US military bases is 
emerging around the world in a 
“Yankee go home” trend unmat- 
ched since the 1960s, and 
American officials predict Por- 
tugal will soon join the list of 
unhappy host countries. 

Noting a growing trend in 
veiled threats to throw the 
Americans out, US officials and 
diplomatic sources say Portugal 
feels shortchanged by the failure 
of Congress to approve the full 
SI 77 million in aid for 1987 
promised by the Reagan admin- 
istration as compensation for use 
of a vital mid-Atlantic refuelling 
and supply base in the Azores. 
Dispute 

Congress last year rejected S30 
million in military aid in a sup- 
plemental appropriation bill that 
was to he added to $147 million 
in economic aid. 

in consequence, the US sour- 
ces said they expected the Lisbon 
government in February to 
invoke a clause in the bases 
agreement allowing il to review 
arrangements with Washington 
even thoueh the ?grecmcnt runs 
until 1991. 


“They fee! there is a financial 
imbalance and they want it 


fixed," one administration 
official said. 

Speaking on condition that he 
not be named, the official said he 
hoped American use of the 
strategically-placed lajes Air 
Base in the Azores could be 
saved. 

But he was not as optimistic 
about a series of lingering dis- 
putes over other US bases raised 
by host governments in countries 
such as Spain, the Philippines, 
Greece and Turkey. 

Even the tiny island-state of 
Mauritius is upset with the 
nearby presence of the US 
military in the Indian Ocean. 

US officials have attributed 
thedisconlent over the American - 
military outposts to rising 
nationalism, leftist pressure, 
anti-American feelings and plain 
greed. 

Not since the 1960s, when 
France booted out US and other 
Nato military forces, has the 
message “Yankee go home — 
or be prepared to pay more for 
the privilege of staying’— been so 
widespread. 

Problems 

Here, in brief, are some of the 
problems facing US negotiators 
m trying to maintain US bases 
abroad: 

US officials said the Indian 
Ocean island-natiqn of 


Mauritius recently raised claims 
to sovereignty over Diego Gar- 
cia, another island 1 ,200 miles to 
the northeast, which Washing- 
ton has leased from Britain for 
use as a navy depot. 

Diego Garcia functions as a 
key replenishing base for US 
Navy ships patrolling a remote 
but strategic area that includes 
theArabian Sea and the Gulf to 
the north. 

A Pentagon offirial said “our 
agreement with Britain remains 
valid.” suggesting Mauritius 
would have to stand in line 
behind other nations demanding 
changes in US-base pacts. 

Campaign 


Spain, where a pre-Christmas 
bomb attack on a US facility in 
Barcelona killed an American 
sailor and wounded nine other 
people, is threatening to cancel 
an agreement due to expire this 
year that allows thc US Navy and 
Air Force to maintain four bases. 
Talks have bogged down on 
reducing the 10,000-raember US 
military contingent and remov- 
ing 72 F-16 warplanes from 
Torrejon Air Base 20 miles (30 
km) outside Madrid. 


The Pentagon says the planes 
are needed to help protect Nato’s 
southern flank. But the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Felipe 


Gonzalez campaigned on a 
pledge to reduce the US military 
presence, seen as a vestige of the 
Franco era. 

Washington's hand has been 
considerably weakened by a cut 
in aid to Spain from about S400 
million in 1986 to SI 13 million 
last year and promises of only 
SI 20 million this year. 

(n Greece, Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou had cam- 
paigned on a promise to dose 
facilities to the US Sixth Fleet, 
although he backed down in 
1983 by agreeing to a five-year 
lease that expi res next Dcccm bcr. 

US aid was promptly boosted 
to S50I million, nearly double 
what it had been, but Congress 
cut il back to 3344 million last 
year and this. 

So Greece reopened negotia- 
tions on the bases in November 
and US offidals report that 
Papandreou wants Washington 
to make il worth Greece’s while 
to keep them open. 

Turkey, where the United 
Slates operates air bases as weil 
as important monitoring sta- 
tions along the Soviet border, 
was supposed to receive 5912 
million in US aid. But Congress 
has agreed to only $490 million 
and rejected a special Reagan 
administration request for an 
extra 5125 million. 


credibility and leadership were 
thelowest in his seven years in the 
White House, the 76-year-old 
President found that his luck had 
not run out. 

The summit spectacular in 
Washington, the eloquent 
rhetoric on curtailing the threat 
of a superpower nuclear showd- 
own, and the signing of a treaty 
with the Soviets to destroy an 
entire class of medium and short 
range missiles in Europe and 
Asia ail gave the President a big 
lift in the popularity polls and a 
global stature. 

Reagan may have found out 
belatedly that the image of 
peacemaker is even more appeal- 
ing to a weary world than that of 
a rampaging Rambo. Clearly he 
has toned down his high noon 
profile to reach an accommoda- 
tion with Moscow. 

Catalyst 

Domestic problems, par- 
ticularly a shaky economy, may 
have been one of the catalysts to 
bring about the new- INF treaty 
and a general backing off from a 
confrontational climate. 

When the afterglow wears off, 
both leaders may find themselves 
at odds on some of the real issues 
separating capitalism from com- 
munism. And Reagan has lost no 
opportunity to stress that he has 
not changed his view that the 
Soviet Union is still an “evil 
empire."

ference in which hand declarer 
chose to win the trick. But what 
came next was critical. 

With six fast tricks, one declarer 
decided to gamble everything on a 
■ 2-2 diamond break. He tried ace of 
diamonds and another, but when 
the suit split 3-1, following the per- 
centages, the defenders were able to 
force out declarer’s remaining spade 
stopper and come to three spade 
tricks, two diamonds and a club be- 
fore declarer could set up the nine 
tricks he needed. 

At the other table, declarer tried a 
better tack. She won the opening 
lead and immediately cashed three 
rounds of hearts. That suit split 3-3, 
even though it was against the odds. 
With an extra trick in hearts in the 
bag, declarer simply forced out the 
ace of clubs and came to nine tricks 
via two spades, four hearts, a dia- 
mond and two clubs. 

Note that, if hearts had not bro- 
ken, declarer would have lost noth- 
ing. She would simply have given up 
on that red suit and turned her at- 
tention to the other one — dia- 
monds. A 2-2 diamond break would 
then give heT the same nine tricks 
the declarer in the other room would 
have made.

Having second thoughts?

You will actually — as part of 
your job — cut them horizon- 
tally in half (so you won't get 
sucked into the plot) and peruse 
one half for noteworthy new 
words and expressions while

You’ll also carry 
four-by-six "cite" cards in your 
pocket at all times to jot down 
any new slang and jargon you 
may overhear at lunch, on your 
commute and even while lying 
on the beach scouring a stack of 
computer magazines, culinary 
newsletters and journals of 
virology.

Samuel Johnson, a lexicogra- 
pher himself, defined a diction- 
ary editor as “a harmless 
drudge.” But to Stuart Berg 
Flexner, editor-in-chief of the 
second edition of the Random 
House Dictionary of the Engl- 
ish Language — the first, new, 
unabridged dictionary to be 
published in the USA in two 
decades — more romantic 
images spring to mind. 

"It sounds silly, because a 
dictionary doesn't seem excit- 
ing." says Flexner, 59. “But it’s 
almost Uke working on a news- 
paper, because you feel you sort 
ofhaveahol line to the world." 

“If a newspaper were 2,500 
pages long, weighed 12 pounds 
and cost S79.95 paperboys 
would need catapults to deliver 
it. RHD-U also took nine years 
and S9 million to produce, not 
exactly a “Hello, sweetheart, 
get me write!" schedule. But 
thanks to Flexner, his stafT of 
. 30 editors and their 400 consul- 
tants in 1 70 fields of endeavour. 
RHD-U does supply the latest, 
if not the last, wora on the state 
of the world's biggest and fas- 
test-growing language. 

Terms 

“For a while there, the editor ■ 
handling medical terms was on 
the phone twice a week to the 
Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta for the latest on 
AIDS.” says Flexner. “Long 
before the drug AZT hit the 
headlines, one of our consul- 
tants was telling us. “Be sure 
that's in; going to be a biggie." 

The dictionary that Dr John- 


son compiled in 1755 contain 
fewer than 100,000 words. 
Today, says Flexner, “No one 
really knows how many words 
there are in English — some 
estimates are well over a 
million." Arcana abounds: 
There are hundreds of 
thousands of insects, plants 
and chemical dyes, for exam- 
ple, each with a name. What 
RHD-II offers “is, we hope, 
every word in every field from 
the most vulgar to the most 
technical, that we can expect 
anyone to come across,” says 
Flexner. That works out to 
315,000 entries, some of them 
real freight trains (98 primary 
uses for "go,” 179 for "run”.] 
With 470,000 entries. Web-

On an even more tickl- 
ish issue, a clear majority 
prevailed in favour of including 
all the big-league curse words. 

Yep, even the F word, once 
described in the New York 
Times as “probably the most 
widely known word in Engl- 
ish.” 

The standard, as with every 
word that made the cut, was 
strictly practical. Had the word 
established itself in the lan- 
guage? The F word did that a 
long time ago — between 1495 
and 1 505, according to RHD- 
II. Says Flexner; “I think all 
words should be treated 
equally.” 

Flexner has built a career on 
his love of words. Bom in Jack- 
sonville, ni., the son of a cloth- 
ing retailer, he received

diplomas from the University 
of Louisville before doing 
graduate study at Cornell. As a 


research assistant at Louisville, 
he interviewed bank robbers, 
pickpockets and prostitutes for 
a study of criminal argot, and 
co-edited his first lexicon. The 
Dictionary of American Slang, 
in 1960. He worked as a senior 
editor on RHD-l and wrote 
two popular books on language 
in American culture before 
being named editor-in-chief of 
RHD-II in 1980.

GoforiL, big guy! 
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QE2: S.S. Disaster 


The QE2 is the world’s most luxurious 
ocean liner and the most unreliable. Now, 
as even her own crew fire a broadside at 
Cunard’s flagship, she seems firmly on 
course for retirement.

IS THE OE2 still the stylish 
white hope of the British mari- 
time industry? Or is it just just 
a greying dinosaur, creaking 
towards her final voyage? 

For it seems that the ill-luck 
which constantly dogs the 
world’s most splendid passen- 
ger liner could, before long, 
sink her to the depths of the 
nearest scrap yard. And this 
time the hot water is coming 
from her own crew. 

Never in its history has the 
vessel had to weather such a 
storm. Her owners Cunard in- 
tended her to be the super- 
elegant inheritor of a great 
transatlantic tradition, a mag- 
nificent floating palace of sheer 
luxury. But increasingly the 
question is being asked: for 
how much longer can the 
67,000 ton Queen Elizabeth II 
delay relegation to a museum 
for yesterday's travel? 

A crew member recently de- 
clared: “The best thing you can 
say right now about the QE2 is 
that it is the safest place in the 
world to have heart attack. 
Passengers can be rushed to the 
ship's hospital in under two mi- 
nutes.” 

In other respects the QE2 is 
a fair contender for the title of 
“S.S. Disaster.” 

Plagued by a catalogue of 
mechanical faults — limping 
along this summer on a single 
propeller and suffering cuts in 
speed through engine-control 
system breakdowns — the 
owners of the QE2 are still de- 


termined to maintain Britain’s 
high standard of sea travel . But 
with former vessels that have 
included the Mauretania, the 
Queen Mary and the first 
Queen Elizabeth,it is a tough 
act to follow. 

flagship 

Only this summer Cunard’s 
flagship was late in completing 
a six-day cruise of the Iberian 
peninsula and passengers due 
to set sail on a 16-day Bermuda 
cruise had to languish in shore 
hotels. 

There were other ineffici- 
ences and delays to be endured 
by 1.200 passengers paying up 
to £3,500 each and that was af- 
ter Cunard chairman Alan 
Kennedy had described the 
ships latest refit as “the 
greatest maritime conversion 
ever.” 

The work carried out in the 
West German shipyard of 
Lloyds Werft at Bremerhaven, 
is intended to extend the ves- 
sel's life by 20 years. At the 
core of the conversion had 
been “a heart transplant” of 
new machinery, including nine 
German-built diesel electric 
engines to replace extravagant 
oil-guzzling steam turbines. 

Although the £100 million 
refit was carried out, the work 
remained unfinished. The ves- 
sel, returned to service, pre- 
pared to put to sea with 80 
cabins not ready for use, car- 
pets unlaid and equipment lit- 
tering decks. 

One Cunard employee 
admitted: “After that, it was 
question of ducking to avoid

the brickbats —^everything 
from flooded cabins to over- 
flowing lavatories and televi- 
sion sets that didn't work. And 
there were complaints of no 
laundry and understaffed 
nurseries.” 

But there was a tragedy to 
come. Following the 
Bremerhaven refit, police at 
Teneriffe boarded the QE2 to 
investigate the death of a Au- 
strian waiter who had been 
.found hanging in his cabin. A 
spokesman for Cunard admit- 
ted: “This man had a history of 
depression. Staff have been put 
under increased pressure and 
many have been disheartened 
at being the butt of passengers’ 
annoyance." 

Anger 

But it is not only the anger of 
passengers that has threatened 
to send the QE2 down. Over 
the year she has been the target 
of bomb threats, drug-runners 
and politics. 

International terrorist ex- 
perts are increasingly worried 
at the prospect, Britain’s pre- 
mier flagship, sailing leisurely 
in the world's seal anes, becom- 
ing a floating target for extrem- 
ists. 

In May 1972.’ that threat 
looked like becoming reality, 
when four British explosives 
experts were parachuted 
aboard, while Cunard chiefs 
sweated over a ransom demand 
received in New York for 
£3 50, 000- An anonymous caller 
to Cunard vice - president 
Charles Dickson had proc- 
laimed: “There are six bombs 
planted aboard. They have 
been placed by two men who 
are not afraid of death.” 

Determined to take no 
chances, Cunard arranged fora 
satchel containing the ransom 
money to be delivered to a 
pick-up point designated by the 
caller. The ransom drop was 
observed by FBI agents and de- 
tectives. 

But no pick-up was made. 
Nevertheless, the mood at 
Cunard remained tense as the 
QE2 edged nearer to her stop- 
ping point at Cherbourg. The 
bomb detection experts found 
nothing. . . 

If the threat turned out to be 
a hoax or the fantasy of a sick 
mind, there was nothing im- 
aginary about six unclaimed 
suitcases found a year before. 
When the ship had docked at 
Cork in the Irish Republic a 
cache of Armalite rifles, 
machine guns and pistols were 
found. 

In a separate operation at 
Southampton, the QE2's home 
port, an explosive store, part of 
an IRA cell was swiftly seized

before the contents could be 
assembled into bombs. 

That IRA threat was swiftly 
followed by an anti-drug drag- 
net at New York, when a car 
unloaded from the QE2 was 
found to have a hidden cache of 
200 pounds of heroin worth 540 
million. 

Such threats were far from 
mind when the original concept 
of the QE2 was dreamt up. The 
ship’s aim was to offer the 
world an elegant contrast to an 
era of travel increasingly 
dominated by cheap fast air 
travel. At 65.863 tons, the QE2 
was conceived as being smaller 
than the earlier Queens with 
aluminium superstructure to 
make it lighter than its prede- 
cessors. 

Even so it boasted 13 decks, 
90 cabins and a crew of 1000 to 


cater for an average of 1,200 
passengers. The market was 
for those wanting a one-way 
transatlantic crossing at costs 
ranging from £420 to £1,725. 

Passengers would be pam- 
pered in four swimming pools, 
- eight bars, four restaurants, a 
casino, a nightclub, a library, a 
theatre, a sauna and gymna- 
sium. 

Anyone with a hearty appe- 
tite could choose 50 items from 
the breakfast menu and pass 
the time in a variety of ways 
ranging from putting golf balls 
to attending classes on wine 
appreciation, languages, hair- 
dressing and extra-sensory 
perception. 

. In the background though 
was always the memory of the 
low success record of previous 
liners.

LONDON. (UP1): They’ve 
celebrated Queen Elizabeth II 's 
silveriubilee, the Titanic’s 75th 
death pay and the 50th anniver- 
sary bf King Edward Vflf s 
abdication. Now R’s Jade the - 
Ripper's turn. 

Old “bloody Jack” is about 
to get the full, multiraillion- 
dollar media hype, including 
his own spot on prime-time 
British and US television. 

The occasion is the centenary 
of the Ripper's claim to infamy, 
a series of grisly murders of 
prostitutes in the squalour of 
London's gas-lit, fog-shrouded 
East End. 

The lOOLh anniversary of the 
Ripper slayings actually does 
not begin until Aug 3 1 , but Brit- 
ish entrepreneurs — with 
American help — are already at 
work proving there is money in 
murder, eventually. 

In memory of the man who 
made “mass murder” a house- 
hold phrase, a new cottage 
industry is taking form: a 
deluge of books and magazine 
articles, a television mini -series. 
T-shirts, postcards, posters, 
even a new cocktail. 

Meanwhile, Britons and 
tourists alike are swarming 
through the East End's seedy 
streets, retracing the byways 
where the archfiend carved a 
deadly swath and terrorised a 
dty from Aug 31 to Nov 9, 
1888. 

In truth, there is not really a 
lot to see. The East End is still 
grubby, but in Jack the Rip- 
per’s day it was a cesspool 
where 900,000 slum-dweliers 
fought to live, and sometimes 
just to fight, ignored even by the 
Church of England. 

It was in Buck’s Row, 
opposite Essex Wharf, before 
dawn on Friday, Aug 31. 1888, 
that George Cross spotted what 
he thought was a tarpaulin. 

Body 

What he found was the dis- 
emboweled body of Mary Anne 
“Polly” Nichols, her throat cut 
in the first of the so-called 
Whitechapel murders. 

Buck's Row today is Dur- 
ward Street, but no more 
pleasant for the name. Essex 
Wharf, long since fallen into 
disuse, is still there, but the spot 
where Nichols died is itself 
buried under a junk yard. 

No. 29 Hanbury Street, 
where Annie Chapman fell to 
the Ripper's blade on Saturday. 
Sept 8, is covered today by the 
huge green structure of Wat- 
ncy’s brewery, acros From the 
Bangladesh Biman Jonata 
travel agency. 

Early on Sunday, Sept 30. the 
Ripper struck twice more, kill- 
ing Swedish-born prostitute 
Elizabeth “Long Liz” Stride in 
a small court between Berner 
street and Back Court Lane, 
and then Catherine Eddowes in 
Mitre Square, several blocks 
away. 

Berner street is now Hen-

riques street, and children 
.soccer -at tbe-Hariy CiosC. 
infants school on tarmac over- 
the spot where Stride fell. A 
private parking lot, where men 
in business suits store their cars, 
covers Eddowes’s death site. 

The Ripper’s last, and 
grisliest, murder was that of 
prostitute Mary Jan Kelly In 
room No- 13, 26 Dorset street. 
Photographs of her disemb- 
oweled remains still can appall, 
no matter how many times the 
viewer has seen death. 

The room where she died is 
gone now, crushed somewhere 
beneath of near a multi-storey 
car park. Dorset street has been 
renamed Duval street, but it is 
unmarked . Instead it is labelled 
simply, ‘private road’. 

But tourists still flock there. 
Around the corner from the site 
of Kelly's doom is the Jack the 
Ripper pub, which was called 
the Ten Bells the night Annie 
Chapman left it for her date 
with the Ripper. 

A gold-lettered sign in the 
pub's window tells the story: 
“Possibly the greatest murder 
mystery of modem times. “The 
Ripper, brutally killed six 
women in three months, all in 
this very small area of London’s 
East End. One of these unfor- 
tunate victims was last seen 
leaving these premises.” 

.The pub's landlady, Yvonne 
Ostrowski. plainly intends to 
make the Rjpper centenary a 
paying proposition. She is plan- 
ning T-shirts (exactly what the 
logo will be, she isn't saying), 
and she has concocted a ‘Rip- 
per tipple.' a blood-red, gren- 
adine-based cocktail. 

Tourists, take a hint: if you 
go looking for Ripper thrills, 
expect a rip-off. 

By 20th century mass m urder 
standards. Jack the Ripper's 
five victims (the generally 
accepted number, despite what 
Ostrowski’s pub sign says) 
seem paltry. 

The mystique is not in num- 
bers but in acceptance that they 
were the first serial stagings to 
have widespread public impact 
and in the folklore that has 
grown up around the fact they 
have never been solved, and 
probably never will be. 

Not that there aren't susp- 
ects. There are. aplenty, includ- 
ing the Duke of Clarence. 
Queen Victoria's grandson. . 
famed artist Walter Sicken, a 
failed barrister named Mon- 
tague John Druitl, Russian 
Czarist agenL Alexei Peda- 
chenko. Polish-Jew tailor" 
Nathan Kaminsky, a cabal of 
police Freemasons — and even, 
at one brief pant. Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, who gave the 
world Sherlock Holmes.

. British Thames Television is 
planning a four-part mini- 
series, which wfli attempt to 
identify Jack the Ripper, and 
CBS has agreed to buy it for 
$6.1 million — only the second 
British drama series to be sold 
to a major US network. 

The series is scheduled for 
showing in Britain and the 
Uni led States next year to coin- 
cide with the 100th anniversary 
of the murders. 

Television is nothing new to 
the Ripper. In the 1 970s, he was 
the subject of an investigative 
series, a Sherlock Holmes TV 
movie (based on nothing 
Conan Doyle ever wrote), and a 
US-made mystery that even 
had the Ripper popping up in, 
of afl places, Seattle. 

But it is in prinL that Jack the

The deluge is growing. Five 
more Ripper books are due 
before the end of the year, a 
sixth is in the works and doubt- 
less others will pour in a Ripper- 
mania approaches its peak next 
summer and fall.

Melvyn Harris’s “Jack ,the 1 
Ripperi The Bloody Truth,” 
has a new twist. It sets up a 
Ripper competition, offering a 
weekend in Paris as a prize for 
solving the meaning of the sig- 
nature of one of the author's 
suspects. 

In “The Ripper Legacy,” 
Martin Howells and Keith 
Skinner serve up poor DruilL 
the failed lawyer, as-the Ripper 
suspect of the month.

dict,” partly on grounds that 
Druitl was a gentle man cricket 
player and as such, Wilson 
claims, could not possibly have 
doneit.

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New Delhi by night: a time of hope and despair 
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By Earleen Fisher 

NEW DELHI, India l(AP): A 
ghostly fog descends on the city 
at night. and silence prevails m 
streets that by sunrise will again 
be a cacophony of honking car 
horns, backfiring trucks and 
exhaust-belching buses and 
scooters. 

To travel across New Delhi 
on a winter zught is to taken trip 
through the history, the social 
strata, the hopes and despairs 
of a city where people have 
lived since at least 2500 B.C. 

The 12-mile (20 km) drive is 
like a voyage through the neth- 
erworld. Homeless people 
wrapped in blankets sleep 
mummy- like on the pavements, 
men in tattered clothing move 
darkly in the shadows, and 
sacred cows glide through ihe 
gloom like disembodied Hindu 
deities. 

Occasionally ' the bright 
lights ofa late-night market or a 
glittering luxury hotel pull the 
night traveller back into the 
momentary glow of a more 
familiar world. 

Midday temperatures of 75 
and 80 Fahrenheit (24 and 27 C.) 
drop to 45 and 50 (7 and 10 C.) 
at night. The accompanying 
dampness chills body and 
spirit. 

Rich and middle-class 
residents of the Indian capital 
are snug behind the walls and 
flowering trees surrounding 
their houses. The streets are 
overwhelmingly the province 
of the poor, who are myriad in 
this city of 6 million. 

The night journey begins 
where Mathura road crosses the 
Ring road, a modern urban 
bypass encircling the capital.

through the elegantly planned 
modern city or New Delhi, it 
will change names several times 
before it ends in a tangle of 
small streets leading to the 17th 
century walls of Old Delhi. 

At a bridge near the Ring 
rfead. Shiv Sharraa. a 21 -year- 
old aspiring accountant, is sell- 
ing hard-boiled eggs to help pay 
for his college tuition. 

“I thought of eggs because 
they are something people buy 


at night,'* Sharraa said. 4 T'm 
here seven nights a week after 
classes." He said he sells IS to 
20 eggs a night. At i .25 rupees 
(about 10 cents) an egg. he can 
make 25 rupees (almost two 
dollars) on a good night. 

Advertise 

The bridge, where billboards 
advertise Shikakai shampoo 
and Weston television sets, 
conceals a night-time colony of 


about 1,000 truck drivers who 
work 12 10 14 hours a day haul- 
ing sand from neighbouring 
Haryana state to the capital for 
construction projects. 

Ram Avtar, a 22-year-old 
trucker, came to New Delhi 
seven years ago after failing to 
find work in lus native Farouk- 
abad district 1 80 miles (290 km) 
southeast of the city. 

He earns about (SI15) a 
month and sends half back to 
Faroukabad, to the wife he has 
seen only twice since their wed- 
ding 1 1 months ago. 

“Definitely, I would go home 
if there were work," Avtar said, 
sipping tea under the bridge as 
other drivers washed them- 
selves with the icy water of an 
outdoor spigot. 

Back on top of the bridge, the 
lights of the 50-dollar-a-night 
hotel Rajdoot beckon more 
affluent night people to the 
Pussycat discotheque, where a 
score of men and three women 
in blue jeans jerk and writhe on 
a minuscule dance floor. 

Pay 

Further up the four-lane 
pavement, now called Dr Zakir 
Hussain road after India’s third 
president, men wrapped in 
blankets trudge past shuttered 
shops. 

Then bright lights mark a 
winding lane where vendors sell 
hot food and flower garlands. 
At a graveyard near Nizamud- 
din Autia mosque, Noor Jahan 
is unrolling quilts on a wooden 
platform where she will spend 
the night with her 7-year-old 
son, Mohammed Ismail. 

llhas been almost eight years 
since Noor, who reckons her 
ageat40 and looks 60, has slept 
in a house. She was pregnant 
when her husband, :i carpenter, 
died. 


"I couldn’t pay the rent, so 
the landlord threw me out,” she 
said. “I ‘ve been very ill since the 
birth of my son, so 1 can't work. 
The mosque gives us free 
food." 

Across the road, darkness 
descends again at the entrance 
to the tomb of the 1 6th century 
Mogul Emperor Humayun. 

“About 200 of us live here, 
sleeping on the ground," said 
Jaffa r Hussein, who thought he 
was about 18 years old. “When 
important visitors come to see 
the tomb, the police move us. 
Otherwise, no one disturbs us.” 

In the daytime, he collects 
manure from wandering cows 
to be sold as fertiliser. This 
earns him 10 or 15 rupees (75 
cents or I.I5 dollars) a day. 
“Just enough to fill our 
stomachs,” his mother. 
Bast ran, imeijected. 

The rood remains dark until 
the luxury Oberoi hotel where a 
white-gloved and turbaned 
doorman snaps to attention to 
welcome foreign tourists and 
local couples out for an evening 
of Indian or French cuisine cos- 
ting as much as Rs 400 (530) a 
person. 

In the marble lobby, there's a 
rustle of silk as Indian women 
in jewel-toned saris swirl past 
visitors in tailored suits. 

Soon the road runs up to 
India Gate, the 138-foot (42- 
metre Hugh stone arch bearing 
the names of 90,000 Indian 
army soldiers who died in 
World War 1 and colonial 
Britain's Afghanistan cam- 
paign. 

- It's 10:30 p m and there's no 
one in sight except a half-dozen 
vendors, waiting hopefully for 
someone to buy their ice cream 
bars, flower garlands and 
balloons. 


Amsterdam digs up another century of history

AMSTERDAM, (Reuter): 
Amsterdam has just dug up 
another century of history — 
only a dozen years after 
celebrating what it thought was 
its 700th birthday. 

Digging under the/'Nie^ 
liwedijk, a‘ busy/iAn&terdkiti 
shopping street, archaeologists 
have found several layers of 
house foundations in peaty soil 
seven metres (yards) below 
street level, the oldest dating 
back to the 1 2th century. 

“The earliest document men- 
tioning Amsterdam is a letter 
by Count Rons the fifth of the 
year 1275, in which he grants 
Amsterdam the privilege of 
free, untaxed trade,” Amster- 
dam's city archaeologist Jan 
Baart said. 

This date was traditionally 
taken as the origin of the Dutch 
capital. But the new findings 
put the city's beginnings bade 
by another century, Baart said. 

“These houses are the earliest 
we have found up to now. Just 
plain wooden constructions 
put directly on the moors. They 
had to be rebuilt every few years . 
because the ^bouses sank into 
the marsh land,” Baart said. 

Swampy ground has always 
been a problem fc r Amster- 
dam. 

The royal palace on the Cen- 
tral Dam square, built as a town 
hall in 1646, rests on 13,659 
wooden piles and the city’s, 
famous canals were originally 
drainage trenches. 

The entire city centre is kept 
upright by more than a million 
pmewood piles, all at least 12 
metres (yards) deep to reach the 
first firm sand layer. 
Nowadays, buddings are erec- 
ted on concretepiles, driven to a

depth of 20 metres (yards). 

The tiny village now dis- 
covered carried the seeds of 
Amsterdam’s buoyant econ- 
omic development that led to its 
dominance in the 17th-century 
“golden age,” when it firmly 
established its reputation as the 
world's foremost trading cen- 
tre, Baart said. 

“There were already special- 
ists in this village, like Bakers 
and cobblers, and that is an 
early sign of urbanisation,” he 
added. 

There were many settlements 
in the area, roughly one every 


30 km (19 miles). But its posi- 
tion on the bank of the Amstel 
river, enabling it to trade with 
towns further away, gave (his 
village the edge. 

Regular floods in the north 
Holland lowland lake area des- 
troyed much agricultural land 
and sent many farmhands to 
the village to take up a trade. 

“This caused an economic 
revolution. Barter trade 
become increasingly difficult 
and people started using 
money. We have found coins 
here of the oldest type known in 
the Netherlands — black 


French denier toumois mint,” 
Baart said. 

Coins minted in the Neth- 
erlands were of a later period. 
The Dutch lowlands were a 
relatively backward country 
and most new products and 
techniques were introduced 
from abroad. 

Craftsmen in Amsterdam 
then emulated them, Baart 
said. 

Around the year 1 240, a cen- 
tury after the establishment of 
the village, people on the West 
Bank of the river Amstel built a 
Dam and started settlements on 


FAMILY DOCTOR CROHN’S DISEASE, 

By DR ALLAN BRucKHEiM ULCERATIVE COLITIS SIMILAR 


QUESTION: Is Crohn’s disease the same as 
ulcerative colitis? How do you tell them 
apart? ■ 

ANSWER: Both problems fall under the 
heading of inflammatory bowel disease. The 
two conditions are similar in some ways but 
very different in others. t 

The first symptoms of ulcerative colitis 
are often rectal bleeding and diarrhoea. In 
fact, S8 per cent of people with ulcerative 
colitis experience bright red rectal bleeding. 
Early symptoms of Crohn’s disease are 
chronic diarrhea, weight loss and 
abdo min al pain. Both problems present 
themselves differently at times, and diag- 
nosing them is sometimes a challenge. 

. The real difference between the two dis- 
eases is the way they affect the bowel wall 
: and what portion of the bowel they attack . 
Ulcerative colitis almost always involves the 
end of the colon and rectum, swelling the 
mucous lining of the bowel and creating a 
grainy bowel surface; The surface bleeds 
easily, creating the bright red rectal bleeding 
that is the most common symptom of 

ulcerative colitis. People with ulcerative 
colitis develop cancer of the colon 10 times 


more often than those who do not have the 
problem. 

Crohn's disease affects any part of the 
digestive tract, but most frequently the right 
colon and the ileum. The inflammation 
causes liule benign tumours called gran- 
ulomas througoul the affected area. It's 
common to have healthy parts of the diges- 
tive tract in between diseased parts. 

The diseases are treated similarly, with 
medication, good nutrition, steroids and 
possibly surgery to remove the damaged 

bowel.' ‘ . 

QUESTION : There is so much talk about 
AIDS that I am becoming confused. It 
seems that there is more than one type of 
AIDS disease and that it affects different 
people in different ways. Is that true? 

ANSWER: AIDS is an abbreviated term 
that stands for Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome. The disease is caused 
by a virus which gets inside our bodies’ 
blood cells that help fight infection and 
keeps ihem from working correctly. Because 
these cells can no longer destroy cerlmn 
types of infections, the individual with the 
virus may be infected with other infections 


and diseases which the body's defenses will 
not be able to control. 

We are exposed to possible infecting 
organisms all the time that could kill AIDS 
victims, but because our blood cells are 
normal, we do NOT become infected, Our 
major problem with the AIDS virus is that it 
is tricky. When first infected with the virus, 
patients experience a mild illness with fever, 
swollen lymph glands, generalised fatigue 
and loss of appetite which will then get 
belter. The virus. However, stays hidden in 
the body's white blood cells and at some 
point later may begin to destroy them. Dur- 
ing this tim&the person will feel fine but will 
have a positive test for antibodies to the 
AIDS virus. 

Some people then may develop swollen 
glands.diarrhoea, weight loss and fatigue 
which is a more advanced form of the virus 
infection but still is NOT AIDS, Once the 
individual falls prey to an infection that 
healthy- bodies can fight off. we know the 
blood cells have been affected and the diag- 
nosis of full-blown A IDS can be made.

the Least bank. They called their 
town “Amstel Dam”. 

In the following centuries, 
trade protectionism in the 
Netherlands, financial backing 
by Italian bankers and the 
arrival of skilled immigrants 
from Flanders in Belgium hel- 
ped turn Amsterdam into a 
prosperous trading centre,- 
Baart said. 

“Outright protectionism is 
an important aspect of econ- 
omic development in Amster- 
dam,” Baart said. 

“In the early days, strangers 
were barred from professions 
other than travelling merchant. 
Later, the guilds (cooperatives 
of craftsmen) decided who was 
allowed to take up a craft." 

Political authorities also hel- 
ped Amsterdam in its develop- 
ment by granting iL specific 
rights. 

Its population growing fast, 
Amsterdam became an impor- 
tant supplier of soldiers for the 
ruling counts' armies, in 
exchange, the city demanded, 
and obtained, more and more 
privileges. 

"This mixed bag of influen- 
ces finally made Amsterdam a 
prosperous city in the seven- 
teen th century,” Baart said. 

The excavation site, soon to 
be abandoned to accommodate 
a new hotel, revealed striking 
examples of the city's rapid 
development. Four metres 
below street level, remnants 
were discovered of a 14th-cen- 
tury hospital — Amsterdam's 
first. 

The hospital was found ben- 
eath a larger clinic from the 
1 5th century. It consisted of 
two buildings of 35 metres and 
25 metres length respectively. 

“Unfortunately, we haven't 
found any medical ins- 
truments. But we have found 
seeds of herbs and we hope to 
find out what kind of medicines 
were used," Baart said. 

A find of a copper smith's 
shop at two metres below street 
level demonstrated the impor- 
tance of Amsterdam in the 1 7th 
century, when sailors set out to 
explore America,” Baart said. 

“We discovered that this 
smith made the same copper 
buttons that fellow- 
archaeologists have been dig- 
ging up at Indian settlements 
around New York and also in 
I Brazil.” he said.

The road is now named Kas- 
lurba Gandhi, alter the wife of 
independence leader Mohan- 
das K. (Mahatma) Gandhi, 
and it’s deserted as it runs up to 
Connaught Place, the vast 
wheel of concentric circular 
streets that form the hub of 
daytime Delhi's commercial 
life.

Cooks at hole-in-the-wall res- 
taurants dish up sizzlingjy spicy 
food, and chicken sellers haggle 
over prices for their caged and 
squawking merchandise. 

Next to Jama Masjid, a 17th 
century mosque, is a line of 
bicycle-powered rickshaws, 
their drivers finished with work 
but still awake. 

Posters on the mosque's 
fence exhort Muslims to 


remember their brothers who 
died in last summer's riots with 
Hindus, the majority sect in 
India where religious diversity 
frequently explodes into 
violence. 

But the rickshaw drivers, 
both Hindus and M uslims, said 
that was not pan of their lives. 

“When you live on the 
pavement, there is no Hindu, 
no Muslim.” We are all broth- 
ers, said a 23-year-old Muslim 
rickshawman who refused to 
give bis name. 

Curly-haired and with the 
wiry build of the rickshawman. 
he said he earns about Rs 50 
(3.85 dollars) a day. Of that, he 


pays Rs 10 (75 cents) to the 
rickshaw owner, rents a quilt 
for Rs 3 (23 cents) a night, and 
spend the rest on his food and 
bad habits.

Condos, renovations bring 
building boom to Harlem

NEW YORK .(AP): Harlem, a 
predominantly blade and His- 
panic neighbourhood of New 
York City, is facing a new wave 
of immigrants: whites looking 
fot scarce bousing. 

The cost of buying or renting 
on Manhattan island, the heart 
of New York City, has skyrock- 
eted in the past decade. Once 
ignored neighbourhoods have 
been swept up in wave after 
wave of gentrification. 

Now that trend has swept 
north into a stretch of aban- 
doned buddings overlooking 
Central Park’s northern 
boundary in Harlem, which 
covers about one quarter of 
Manhattan. 

“Harlem is on the move," 
said Eugene Webb, chairman 
of one erf the area's largest real 
estate companies. Webb and 
Brooker. 

"Why? land. You’re going to 
run out of land. Everybody 
wants a little land. The only 
land left is in Harlem. That’s 
why it’s going to be rebuilt." 

Rentals 

At Harlem's main western 
intersection, 1 10th Street and 
Frederick Douglass Boule- 
vard, 2,200 units wfl] be avail- 
able in June 1988 when a re- 
novation project is completed. 
Prices will range from $60,000 
on units set aside for those with 
low incomes — ro $200,000 or 
more, depending upon the 
marketplace. 

Apartment vacancy rates in 
Manhattan are -under 2 per cent 
and Harlem's reputation as a 
dangerous neighbourhood is no 
longer a deterrent for people 
looking for inexpensive rents. 

The current development is 


just the latest of Haiiem’s 
many metamorphoses. 

Harlem, the Dutch village, 
took over an Indian village in 
1658. Gen. George Washing- 
ton, who led the American war 
for independence from Britain, 
had his headquarters north of 
there. In 1873 the village was 
annexed by New York City and 
became its first residential and 
quite fashionable suburb. 

Starting in 1904, real estate 
agents engineered the migra- 
tion of blacks into the area to 
take over rentals that had gone 
begging. Many homes were di- 
vided into apartments or 
rooms, rents were raised and a 
legacy of overcrowding and 
poor maintenance began. 

In the 1920s,. Harlem be- 
came known as the capital of 
black America. Downtown 
sodety came uptown to hear 
jazz and see shows at places 
like the Cotton Club, which ex- 
cluded blacks. 

But the financial collapse of 
1929 brought the gilded age to 
a halt. Ever since, Harlem’s ex- 
panding population has pushed 
its traditional boundaries south 
of 110th Street and north of 
155th Street. 

Issues 

Foremost among those mov- 
ing into Harlem soon. Webb 
thinks, will be young urban 
professionals, known through- 
out the United States as yup- 
pies. 

“Tbe yuppie comes to where 
the action is. He will creep 
further and further north.” 
Sebb said. 'These people are 
going to move into Harlem." 

Ten years ago, when New 
York was shaking off its fiscal 
crisis, Webb might hav. sound- 
ed like the wildest of .pecula- 
tors. But neighbourhood bars 


and mom-and-pop groceries on 
the Upper West Side, just 
south of Harlem, have been 
transformed into' fashionable 
nightspots and boutiques. 

Harlem, however, poses uni- 
que circumstances. The gentri- 
fication process in such Man- 
hattan neighbourhood as Soho, 
Tribeca and Yorkville pushed 
out crumbling factories or the 
poor. Harlem boasts longtime 
community and political clout 
that will be used to try to reg- 
ulate redevelopment and keep 
some of the housing for the 
poor. 

“Whatever development 
that looks at many issues be- 
sides building, such as jobs, 
housing, education and re- 
creational facilities," said 
Manhattan borough president 
David Dinkins. 

Harlem’s 1980 population of 
466,000 was about 49 percent: 
black, 34 percent Hispanic, 14 1 
per cent white and the rest , 
Asian and other. 

Development is sure to j 
mean a larger white popula-' 
non . and it appears that whites 
will be most likely to benefit 
financially from any building 
boom. 

“Right now, Harlem is going 
to be developed by white peo- 
ple," Webb said. “I don't think 
we have the resources to go 
into big development." 

A walking tour of Harlem 
winds past boarded- up build- 
ings. tree-lined residences, ex- 
pensive new co-ops and graffi- 
ti-scarred tenements. But 
buildings that .sold for just a 
few thousand dollars five to 10 
years ago are selling in the hun- 
dreds of thousands today. In 
1980. the average property 
sales price was S 140.000 in mid- 
1985. it was $450,000.

Turkey 
to import 
gas from 
Algeria, 
Libya 

v NKARA. Jan 10, (Reuter): 
urkey is negotiating with 
Igeria and Libya lo import 
. liquefied natural gas (LNG) to 
reduce dependence on supplies 
from the Soviet Union, oil indus- 
try sources said today. 

Under a project launched by 
the slate-owned pipeline firm 
n otas, Turkey wants to import a 
'.al of about 1 .6 billion cubic 
iVivlres of LNG a year from 
Algeria and Libya. 

Energy Ministry and Botas 
officials are likely to accompany 
Turkish President Kenan Evren 
on his visit, to Algeria starting on 
January 17, the sources said. 

The LNG will be stored in 
depots lo be built in western 
Turkey’s Marmara Sea area. 

A pipeline carrying Soviet gas 
across the Bulgarian border into 
western T urkey was inaugurated 
last June. 

Supply 

The pipeline, to be extended 
from Istanbul to Ankara this 
Vl:t, will eventually supply six 
billion cubic metres of gas a year 
and help to ease thick winter 
siring in the two cities caused by 
bu ning high-sulphur lignite, 
t urkey produces its own gas 
two sites, in the west and 
near the Syrian border. 

Domestic gas output is expec- 
ted to fall to 400,000 million 
cubic metres this year from 
500,000 million in 1987 to com- 
pensate for Soviet gas purchases. 

Meanwhile, the sources said 
talks were in final stages for the 
US Navy’s Mediterranean- 
based Sixth Fleet lo rent bunker 
fuel storage space at Izmir's 
Aliago refinery. 

A US delegation is expected to 
visit Turkey this month to final- 
ise the agreement. 


Rubber prices 
move up 
despite buffer 
stock sale 

KUALA LUMPUR, Jan 10, 
(Reuter): World natural-rubber 
prices have soured lo their high- 
est point for four years, buoyed 
by good demand, lower output 
and AIDS.

New jolt hits Wall Street 


LONDON. Jan 10, (Reuter): 
Stockbrokers and currency 
dealers braced for a nervous 
week in the world’s money mark- 
ets after a dramatic Friday sell- 
off* on Wall Street sharpened 
memories of October’s crash in 
share prices. 

Asian and European markets 
had shut before the extent of that 
sell-off was known. Brokers said 
the extent to which they follow 
America down, and in turn per- 
haps influence Wall Street later, 
may depend on how far the 
dollar can hold on to its recent 
gains despite renewed worries 
about the US economy. 

Eroding 

A weak dollar alarms Asian 
and European investors because, 
besides generally eroding con- 
fidence, it crimps export earn- 
ings. 

Today brought a denial by 
West German Economics Mini- 
ster Martin Bangemann of 
reports that the United States. 


Japan and West Germany have a 
secret pact to drop the dollar 
exchange rate within a specified 
range.

But it ended last week under 
pressure again after the markets 
heard reports which suggested 
that the huge deficits being run 
by the United Slates remained 
far from under control.

The main blue-chip 
barometer, the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average, shed 140.58 points 
in its third biggest fall in history. 
On ‘Black M onday’ October 1 9 it 
fell 508 points. 

Analysts blamed computer- 
driven trading by big investors 
for the new sell-off. An earlier 
factor seems to have been a news 
report that the US federal bud-

Rumours also circulated that 
the US November trade deficit, 
which will be announced this 
Friday, may turn out to have 
been a whopping $20 billion and 
those rumours particularly hit 
the dollar in late Friday New 
York trading. 

Tokyo’s are the first big mark- 
ets to reopen after the weekend. 
Brokers there said the yen's rate 
against the dollar, as well as Wall 
Street's drop, would influence 
investors. 

“I expect the Tokyo market

No 3-nation pact on dollar target: Bangemann 


BONN, Jan 10. (Reuter): West 
German Economics Minister 
Martin Bangemann said today 
there was no secret pact between 
the United States, West Ger- 
many and Japan to stabilise the 
dollar in which they set target 
zones for its value. 

The West German Finance 
Ministry had no comment on his 
statement, made in a radio 
interview broadcast today.

Readiness

Bangemann said: "No. There 
is no such secret agreement.

In the interview, given on Jan- 
uary 7. Bangemann said the 
dollar rebound indicated that 
markets were confident that 
major industrial nations were 
ready to stabilise exchange rates.

“It is quite 
dear that dollar rates around 
1.50 marks do not reflect econ- 
omic fundamentals.” he said.

Agriculture becomes battle 
ground for trade liberalisation 


NUSADUA,Indonesia,Jan 10; 
(Reuter): Agriculture is the bat- 
tle ground for world trade 
liberalisation in 1988. with the 
year seen as crucial for negotiat- 
ing cuts in subsidies and import 
barriers. 

World trade officials. begin- 
ning what they see as a decisive 
year for international trade tal ks, 
met on Indonesia resort island of 
Bali at the weekend to thrastf out 
ideas and establish areas for 
quick agreement. 

Strengthening 

They included agriculture, 
tropical products and ways of 
strengthening the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT). 

“Agriculture is a jungle right 
now. There are no international 
rules governing it, and there is a 
definite need for them,” Can- 
adian Minister for International 
Trade Patricia Carney said. 

With the start of the year over- 
shadowed by fears of recession 
sparked by the stock market 
crash, turbulence in inter- 
national currency markets and 
the huge US budget deficit, the 
officials were acutely aware of 
the importance of reducing 
protectionism and boosting 
trade in 1 988. 


The talks were dominated by 
the US. Japan and the 12-nation 
European Economic Commun- 
ity. between them controlling 
two-thirds of world trade, but 
also include senior officials from 
Canada, Australia, China. New 
Zealand, South Korea, Hong 
Kong, and South-East ASia. 

More than 100 countries are 
involved in GATT s latest round 
of trade liberalisation talks in 
Geneva covering 14 sectors, 
including agriculture, manufac- 
tured goods and service indus- 
tries. 

Pressure 

There is pressure on the 
European Economic Coramun-. 
ity to reduce its large farm sub- 
sidies in the GATT discussions, 
which will continue until 1990. 

"What we’ve done is put 
agriculture firmly on the table,” 
Michael DulTy. Australian Mini- 
ster for Trade Negotiations,

Duffy heads a bloc of 14 
nations, known as the Cairns 
Group, which is pressing for free 
trade in agriculture.

Lawmakers urged to 
ratify trade pact 


WASHINGTON, Jan 10. 
(Reuter): President Reagan, ins- 
isting Canada and the United 
States will reap economic gains 
from a recently signed trade pacL 
urged lawmakers'in both nations 
yesterday to ignore special 
interests and ratify the pact. 

Reagan and Canadian Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney lasL 
week signed the landmark trade 
pact, which would lessen 
numerous trade barriers and 
eliminate tariffs by the year 2000. 

The US Congress and theCan- 
adian Parliament must ratify the 
agreement, which has aroused 
opposition in both countries 
from certain labour unions and 
industries concerned about its 
potential impact on them. 

Segments 

“Whenever there is change 
even for the better, there are seg- 
ments of society that will resist — 
small groups that have a special 
interest in keeping things the way 
they are.” Reagan said, “even at 
the expense of keeping 
everybody else from moving for- 
ward.” 

“In approaching the US-Can- 
adian free trade agreement, 1 
would hope that the national 
interest will overcome the pres- 
sure of the private interest on 


both sides ot the border.” he said 
during his weekly radio address. 

”1 would hope that our peo- 
ples of Canada and the United 
States and their elected represen- 
tatives are able to keep their eyes 
on the long-term growth and 
opportunity that will be forth- 
coming with this agreement, 
rather than short-run dislocation 
that come with any change.” 

Reagan said he has “no doubt 
that history will prove this 
agreement a boon to both our 
peoples.”

Saudi riyal 
deposits firmer 

BAHRAIN. Jan 10, (fouler): A 
long slide in Saudi interbank 
interest rales seems to have rea- 
cted its end, bankers said today. 

Businesses,' they said, had 
begun over the last few days to 
convert government payments 
made to them before die end of 
1987 into foreign currencies, for- 
cing riyal interest rates up.

steady at 6-3/4. 1 /2 per cent. Spot 
next was little changed at 4-3/4, 
1/4. 

Dealers expressed fears that 
with the Saudi government can- 
celling a proposed income tax, a 
devaluation of the riyal might be 
considered as a way of raising 
needed revenue.

Pension fund that will cheer expatriates

TOKVO, Jan 10, (Reuter): with 
public irade tension between 
Japan and the West running 
high.

Too little 

Takeshita is viewed by many 
as having too little experience in 
international affairs. 

This will be the Prime Mini- 
ster’s fust trip to North America 
since taking office last Novem- 
ber. 

He will visit Washington from 
Tuesday to Friday, meeting 
President Reagan on Wednes- 
day. He will meet other adminis- 
tration officials and congres- 
sional leaders as well. 

On Friday Takeshita flies to 
Toronto to start a Canadian visit 
that ends on Sunday. He returns 
to Japan on January 20 after 
visiting Hawaii. 

Government officials said the 
prime minister will have to walk a 
line line between domestic pres- 
sure groups opposed to change 
and strong US demands that 
Japan open its farm and con- 
struction markets to foreigners. 
‘‘Those two issues, if not 
! properly handled, could cause 
serious problems to Japan-US 
relations, which are very solid 
otherwise,” said a senior foreign 
ministry official, who asked not 
to be identified. 

Depends 

Japan's ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party depends 
heavily on farmers' votes and fin- 
ancial support from construc- 
tion firms, especially those 
involved in government-funded 
public works. 

A litany of complaints against 
■ Japanese trading practices, filed 
1 by the US special trade represen- 
tative’s office and private com- 
panies, will also be taken up dur- 
ing Takeshita's trip. US officials 
said. 

Some Japanese newspapers 
reported today that Japan had 
devised a plan to enable US par- 
ticipation in a selected number of 
large-scale public works 
projects. 


KIO’s 
vital role 
praised 

LONDON, Jan 10, (Kuna): An 
influential British newspaper 
paid tribute today to the role 
played by Kuwait Investment 
Office here in encouraging inves- 
tors to buy shares in Britain's 
largest company, British 
Petroleum. 

Jn oneweek BP has been trans- 
formed from "the stock no one 
would touch to the most erotic 
international stock around the 
world,” the Sunday Times news- 
paper stressed. 

The weekly made it dear that 
“the magic, wand” had been 
waved by KIO. the government 
agency here, “which scooped up 
to 1 8 .04 per cenlofBP, by splash- 
ing out more than £900 million 
on the partly-paid shares” issued 
in the government's privatisa- 
tion programme for the com- 
pany last October. 

Move 

Praising .KIO’s move the 
paper pointed out Lhal iL has hel- 
ped underwriters of the BP issues 
\ and boosted liquidity in London 
stock market overall. 

"A couple of weeks ago 
nobody wanted BP stock. Now. 
buying by the KIO bas brought 
back droves of investors," it 
emphasised . 

KlO’s action came in the wake 
of ihe stock market crash in 
October iastyear, when investors 
did not shbw any interest in buy- 
ing sharesin BP, the world's third 
largest firm, it added. 

BP*s new shares now jumped 
from 70 pence last Monday to 79 
pence, while the old ones rose 
from 250 to 270 pence after 
Kuwait “oils the recovery” of 
BP. 
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MANY expatriates here wonder 
what they should do about 
providing a pension for their old 
age since few companies in 
Kuwait offer such benefits. 
Obviously, this is a very complex 
area and everybody’s situation 
will be different so what follows 
should only be taken as a general 
outline or the subject. 

The first point to make is lhal 
for most expatriates, especially 
long-term ones, a pension plan is 
not really such a good idea. 

The reason is simple, in Britain 
and most other Western coun- 
tries, the government is anxious 
to assist those who make their 
ou n pension arrangements. 

This assistance is given in the 
form of tax concessions. 

In Britain, for example, you 
can pay up to 13- 1 ,'2 per cent of 
your income, tax free, into a pen- 
sion fund. This makes good fin- 
ancial sense, particularly as the 
pension fund itslefha* many tax 
benefits. 


However, if you are living 
abroad, you are not paying tax 
anyway, so this concession is 
worthless. 

Furthermore, although you 
may be able to draw a lax free 
pension, nevertheless, the 
underlying funds in which the 
pension money is actually inves- 
ted. arc subject to taxation at the 
normal rates. 

For the expatriate, it is far 
wiser to simply save as much 
capital as possible, thus creating 
your own pension fund. You can 
save in cash, bonds, gilts or 
equities, or a judicious mix of all 
of them. Then, when you retire, 
convert the whole fund into an 
income generating investment 
and use that income as your pen- 
sion. 

Arrangements 

This way you will be able to 
avoid all taxation throughout the 
entire duration of your absence 
abroad. 

When it is lime to return, you 
will, of course, have to make 
special arrangements in order to 


safeguard yourcapital gains. The 
easiest way to do this is to 'bed 
and breakfast’ your funds. This 
simply means that you arrange to 
sell the units, bonds or whatever 
on one day and re-purchase them 
the following day. 

In the case of bank accounts, 
you simply close the account, 
then re-open it the day after. This 
might sound a bit silly, but in 
effect, what you arc doing is re- 
establishing your capital base. 

If. for example, you have 
invested £25.000 and it has 
grown, over the years to £50,000, 
then the Taxman will take a large 
bite out of your £25,000 profi t. 

However, if you ‘bed and 
breakfast’ the£5D,000 before you 
go home, then he will consider 
the entire £50,000 to be jrour 
initial capital, so far as taxation is 
concerned. Therefore you will 
not have to pay any tax at all. 

Continue 

If you wish to continue to 
receive a tax free income after 
your- return home, this can also 
be arranged by using what is 


called an Offshore Assurance 
Policy. 

To do this, you simply get one 
of the major assurance compan- 
ies like ihe Royal, or London 
Life, to write an offshore policy 
whichcovcrsyour entire savings.

US trade gap will narrow: economists 


NEW YORK, Jan 10. (Reuter): 
The US trade deficit for Novem- 
ber will probably decline from 
October’s record level, but it will 
have to shrink by more than 53 
billion to recharge the dollar and 
cheer other financial markets, 
economists say. 

They estimate the monthly 
trade shortfall, one of the most 
politically sensitive indicators, 
will be between S 14.3 billion and 
SI 6 billion when it is announced 
next Friday. 

Mammoth 

The October gap. reported last 
month, came to a mammoth 
SI 7.63 billion and badly under- 
mined the dollar. 

Economists explain that as the 
rest of the world accumulates 
dollars, through successive trade 
deficits, the demand for the US 
currency declines. 

New York foreign exchange 
dealers estimate that if the 
November gap comes to S14.5 
billion or less, the dollar will 
receive a big boost. 

Higher r 

“A 14.5 billion to SI 5 billion 
deficit would be pretty neutral. It 
could even spark a small selloff to 
1.62 (West German) marks 
before the dollar stabilises. But a 
number of 13.25 billion to 14.25 


John McAulcy of RvH-Wright- 
son and Associates puts the 
November trade gap a little 
higher than most, at $16 billion, 
citing higher prices for foreign 
goods and rising crude oil 
imports in the month. 

“October and November will 
probably be Lhe worst we’ll get 
for some time because a slower 
economy will not suck in as many 
imports," McAulcy said. “But 
even if we see SI 2 billion, that is 
still an annual rale of SI 50 
billion." 

Most economists said 
seasonal factors would helpt the 
November figures. The Com- 
merce Department does not 
seasonally adjust the Lrade num- 
bers. 

“Consumer imports were 
strong in October ahead of Chr- 
istmas,” said Joseph Carson of 
Chemical Bank. “But they 
should fall ofT in November 
because store shelves were 
already stocked, and because 
there was uncertainty over the 
consumer's behaviour after the 
October stock market crash."

Steeply 

Carson said he also expected 
the figures to show that imports 
and exports declined in Novem- 
ber, with imports falling more 
steeply. 

While a decline in US demand 
for foreign goods should help 
narrow the deficit, economists 
say what is needed to turn the 
nation’s trade position around is 
higher foreign demand for US 
goods. 

Stephen Slifer with Shearson 
Lehman's Government 
Securities Department is concer- 
ned that the recent US export 
boom may be fading. 

“ Exports have been goinggan- 
gbusters. But we could be reach- 
ing production constraints. The 
seasonally adjusted export num- 
bers have levelled off," said 
Slifer, who is predicting a SI5.5 
billion deficit for November. 

Attuned 

The foreign exchange market, 
and to a lesser extent, the US 
stock and bond markets, are par- 
ticularly attuned to the 


upcoming trade report. The 
announcement last month of an 
unexpectedly large October 
deficit sent the dollar into a tails- 
pin. 

It touched record lows of 
1.5615 marks and 120.20 yen at 
Lhe beginning of this week before 
the major central banks bought 
billions of dollars in the open 
market to push the currency 
higher. The dollar closed in New 
York ail. 6385 marks and 128.35 
yen on Friday. 

Although many economists 
have been saying for some lime 
that the nation's trade gap is 
narrowing in volume terms and 
the dollar's weakness inflates the 
price of imports, financial mark- 
ets still react to the nominal trade 
number. 

“The trade report has a lock on 
the market which is difficult to 
break,” said James Cochrane, 
chief economists at Texas Com- 
merce Bancshares, who expects a 
S 1 4.3 billion gap for November. 

Sharp fall 

The dollar's sharp fall Friday 
sent the Dow Jones industrial 
average down 142 points, its 
third-largest single-day point fall 
in histoiy. 

“Dealers were unnerved by 
vague rumours of a $20 billion 
deficit for November," one stock 
trader said.

Opec output drops sharply 


Asca signs pact with Acca 




PARIS, Jan 10, (AP): Opec oil 
production in December fell to 
the lowest level since last sum- 
mer. mainly because of cutbacks 
by one of the organisation’s main 
overproducing members, the 
International Energy Agency 
said today. 

The 13-member Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries pumped an estimated 18.3 
million barrels of oil daily last 
month, compared with 19.0 
million barrels a day in Novem- 
ber, ihe agency said. 

Celling 

December's level was well 
above the organisation's self- 
imposed production ceiling of 
1 5.06 million barrels a day, even 
after subtracting the estimated 
2.5 million barrels a day pumped 
by Iraq, which is an organisation 
member but not a signatory to 
Opec’s production agreement. 

Last month's production rate 
was the lowest since last July, 
when it sLood at 18.2 million 
barrels daily. 

The IE A, which monitors 
energy markets for its 21 member 
governments, said oil produc-

Emirates fell last month by 
400,000 barrels a day, to 1.5 
million barrels’daily, although it 
still was more than 50 per cent 
above its Opec-decreed quota. 

Despite the fall in Opec 
production last month, industry 
analysts said they saw little 
chance the organisation would 
succeed in holding ils output low 
enough to prevent a further 
modest drop in oil prices. 

Prevent 

Paul McDonald, an indepen- 
dent oil consultant based in Lon- 
don, said Opec would have to 
lower its output to 16.5 million 
barrels a day or less, counting 
Iraq, to prevent a price decline by 
the spring. He said there was little 
chance of this, in part because 
most of the organisation mem- 
bers are under extreme pressure 
to maintain oil income. 

In its report, the IEA also said 
it had revised ils historical data 
on oil consumption. 

One conclusion that can be 
drawn from these statistical 
changes, an agency official said, 
is that the global oil glut of recent 
years — which pushed down 


prices and forced Opec to impose 
limits on its output — was sub- 
stantially smaller than 
previously estimated by the I £ A. 

Consumption 

The agency said it had been 
underestimating oil consump- 
tion, particularly in the Third 
World. The main reason, it said, 
was that large amounts of oil 
believed to be in storage or in 
transit were actually being con- 
sumed in these countries. 

The agency said thalwhereasit 
previously had reported a world- 
wide oil surplus of 100,000 
barrels a day for 1987, there 
actually was a shortfall of 
800,000 barrels a day. 

Revisions 

And instead of the world 
market holding 800,000 barrels a 
day or surplus oil in 1 986, supply 
and demand actually were in 
balance, the agency said. 

As a result of its revisions, the 
lEA's estimate of oil consump- 
lion for the first three months of 
this year is 1.3 million barrels a 
day higher than its previous 
forecast, which was issued last 
month.

Organisers expect high turnout at Kuwait car rally it

KU WAITS 1988 rally season 
gets off to a start with a car rally 
on Friday, January 15. Most of 
Kuwait’s leading drivers are 
expected Lo drive in the one day 
event, and organisers are 
optimistic that there will be a 
high turnout. 

The rally will start from the 
SAS Hole fin Salwa at 9 am. and 
will cover a total of 300km, some 
140km of which will be run over 
special stages. 

Motorsports Division com- 
mittee member Oltmar Lange 
told the Arab Times that there 
were two special stages, in 
Magwa and Sulaibiya. which 
would be covered in both direc- 
tions. representing four distinct 
routes for drivers. The first starts 
in the same area as stage 1 for the 
jeep rally in October, and is 
12-1 2 km in length, and the 
second is 16 km. 

Controlled 

Drivers will have to cover the 
stages 6 rimes in a clockwise 
direction, and 4 times anticlock- 
wise. with a 30 minute service 
break after the first six stages. 
Because of the danger of practis- 
ing drivers meeting each other 
head on in mid-stage, practice 
times have been controlled, and 
any drivers in doubt should con- 
tact members of the organising 
committee to ensure that they are 
conforming to the safety 
measures. 

This is the first rally run under 
the auspices of the new commit- 
tee which was elected by a ballot 
of members in November. Wael 
Khoury will be the Clerk of the 
Course", with Jim Goldsworthy 
as assistant, and Jack Lubbat as 
Chief Marshall. 

Entries for the event close 
tomorrow, with scrulineering to 
be held between 4 and 6 pm on 
Wednesday at the KT Club. The 
drivers' briefing will be held at 8 
pm the same evening with the 
prize giving to be held at the SAS 
Hotel at 9 pm on Friday evening. 
Lange added that for the first

time there would be a special 
category and trophy for jeeps. 

Drivers should include Tareq 
AI Wazzan. Ahmed AI Hilal. 
Ahmed AI Zaffiri, Ali Beirami, 
Eid Fa)ah. Josef Miskutnig in a 
new Nissan 240RS. Peter Freis- 
neger in a rebuilt Volkswagen 
Beetle and Lester Fealfierstone- 
haugh. 

Lange said that the event 
would be very strictly controlled. 
There will be around 60 mar- 
shalls. and competitors can 
expect lo see a dampdown on 
shortcutting, with offending 
drivers being excluded. He 
estimates that there could be as 
many as eight passage controls 
on one stage alone. 

The event should be keenly 
fought, as most drivers are aim- 
. inglo win this year’s champion- 
ship, and see this event as the first 
step towards that goal. 

Ahmed Al Hilal will be driving 
his Rothmans sponsored Group 
A Toyota Corolla for the first 
time, and is eager lo put the new 
car through its paces. “1 am look- 
ing forward to seeing what I can 
do with my new car," he said. 

Tareq Aiyan, the recent win- 
ner of the Marlboro Desert 
Challenge will be changing from 
his Daihatsu Rocky jeep lo 
Ahmed Al Hilal's old Daihatsu

Eid Falah Al Farzan. Waz- 
zan's Marlboro team-mate 
would also liken win, both in (his 
local rally and in the overall 
Championship. He was being a 
little more cautious however. He 
confirmed that he would be driv- 
ing the Opel Ascona, but woul- 
dn’t make any predictions about 
his likely finish position. 

Al Hilal, Al Wazzan, Eid 
Falab, and Tareq Alyanalldrove 
in every round of the Marlboro 
Desert Challenge, which ended 
in Jordan on December 30th. 
There AI Wazzan and Khalifa 


took an impressive 30 minute win 
over Denim/BP driver Aiyan and 
wife Khuloud. 

“It was a very nice rally," said 
Khalifa. “It was fast, with 
elements of danger, particularly 
because of the mountains. It 
needed good pace notes and 
good practice, and wc had both.” 
They had two punctures on the 
72km long first stage, and had 
stopped mid-stage lo help Qatari 
rival Abbas AI Mousawi. “We 
came out of that stage a little 
late,” continued Khalifa. Then 
although we put in the fastesL 
stage tunes we were still behind 
Eid Falah." Falah hit problems 
of his own, and Wazzan moved 
ahead to win the rally, but not the 
Challenge. “If I’d finished the 
rally in Kuwait, fourth, fifth, 
sixth or anywhere, I would have 
won the Challenge,” said a disap- 
pointed AI Wazzan. Even so, he 
praised the spirit of the 
Challenge which gave victory to 
Tareq Aiyan a relatively inex- 
perienced driver with a com- 
paratively low powered jeep. 

Because he had switched 
drivers mid-Challenge. Khaled 
Khalifa gained most co-driver 
points, to become Champion 
Navigator, and said that he was 
“delighted." 

Aiyan told the Arab Times 
that he had been driving with full 


pace notes for the first time. He 
was finding this much better. 
"Before I bad to slow down for a 
crest, now with pace notes 1 can 
approach it much faster." he 
said.
